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The London Spectator in an article on “The Secret 
Transmission of News” gives some interesting illustra- 
tions of the singular faculty possesed by men of other 
races than the Buropean of transmitting news by means 
which have not thus far been discovered. The disasters 
in Afghanistan in 1842 were accurately reported in India 
several days before the Europeans heard anything of 
them. ‘The news of the death of the Amur of Afghanis- 
tan reached the bazaars in October, 1901, well in advance 
of the official report, and the wreck of the Roumania 
was known there two days before the agents of the 
steamer heard of it. The Kaffirs have again and again 
reported events hours, and even days, before knowledge 
of them was obtained through the ordinary channels of 
communication, and similar experiences are recorded 
of other natives of South Africa. The Boers are be- 
lieved to have employed Kaffirs to keep them informed 
of British movements. The negroes of the South in the 
days of slavery had some unknown means of conveying 
intelligence. Longfellow in his “Hiawatha” makes use 
if the Ojibbeway tradition, that the coming of the 
French to the St. Lawrence was revealed to one of their 
medicine men in a vision, and that they sent a deputa- 
tion in canoes to meet them. An unusually intelligent 
lady of our acquaintance insisted at the time of the assas- 
sination of President McKinley that the event was re- 
vealed to her five hundred miles away at the time it 
occurred, It is difficult to reason concerning such mat- 
ters without a more exact knowledge of the circum- 
stances than it is possible to obtain, but the Spectator 
reaches the general conclusion that men who are nearer 
to nature than the European may retain faculties 
which have fallen into disuse or which may be in an im- 
perfect state to be hereafter more fully. developed. It 
even suggests that we have faculties in a larval condi- 
tion pertaining to some other stage of our existence, 
though potentially present, and on rare occasions par- 
tially active, even here and now. W. J. Stillman, the 
\uthor and artist, in his autobiography tells of his ex- 
perience in finding his way in the dark for twelve miles, 
through a pathless forest in a direct line to his destina- 
tion, by trusting himself wholly to a blind instinct of 
direction, and of his success on other occasions in the 
same line. The plan of conveying signals by the helio- 
graph was known to our Indians before we adopted it, 
ind was, indeed, employed by the Arabs to transmit in- 
telligence from city to city throughout their empire 
nine hundred years ago. 
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One fact which has been persistently ignored by the 
‘anti-imperialists” in their venomous attacks upon the 
onduct of the American campaign in the Philippines is 
that disinterested foreign observers unanimously agree 
that the methods of the United States troops have been 
singularly moderate and humane. Military experts and 
newspaper correspondents from Europe who have per- 
sonally studied conditions in the islands have almost 
wituout exception declared that the treatment of the na- 
tives by the officers and men of the Army has been uni- 
formly patient and kindly to a remarkable degree. One 
of these outside observers, writing from Manila to the 
Frankfurter Zeitung, one of the most influential news- 
papers in Germany, says: “Perhaps no other nation 
except the United States would have had the patience to 
meet the stubborn resistance of the Filipinos in Samar 
for two long years with such humanity as, upon the 
whole, has been the case. It is not to be wondered at 
that the American leaders finally let their gall run over

at the treacherous tricks played upon thex. and adopted 
sharper measures. Of course, some excesses occurred, 
but it is highly inadmissible to select these few cases 
and serve them to the public as typical of American 
war making.” This correspondent points out the in- 
justice of censuring the whole Army for the few viola- 
tions of the rules of civilized war by American soldiers 
while fighting a savage and treacherous enemy, and 
adds that the shrewdness and moderation of the cam- 
paign were deserving of the highest praise. All foreign 
testimony of this character—and there is a volume of it 
—has been studiously ignored by the “anti-imperialist”’ 
agitators here in the United States—and why? Simply 
beeause it gives the lie to their wicked accusations against 
the honor of the Army. 


- 
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Speaking of the growing importance of the naval engi- 
neer, Mr. W. M. McFarland says in the Engineering 
Magazine for September: “I have taken pains for many 
years to keep in close touch with the question of the 
position of engineers and their aspirations in both the 
American and British navies, and, speaking broadly, 
these aspirations have been the same. Beginning as the 
representatives of a department which was small and of 
secondary importance, they have seen their work grow 
until in the minds of unprejudiced persons it has be- 
eome the most important in the Navy, meaning of course, 
that the growth of the modern warship has been along 
such lines as to make it what it has been so often and 
so aptly designated, a floating machine shop. With this 
growth in the importance of machinery there has been 
the accompanying growth in the number of men neces- 
sary to take care of it, thereby greatly mcreasing the ex- 
ecutive side of the engineer’s duties; and the necessity 
of having the legal right to exercise this executive au- 
thority has been the motive impelling engineers to de- 
mand full recognition for their position as military offi- 
cers in a military organization.” The fact remains, how- 
ever, that the Personnel Act and other measures de- 
signed to popularize the engineering service and increase 
its efficiency have not accomplished their purpose. So 
far as the United States Navy- is concerned it is likely 
to be confronted at no distant day with the alternative 
of organizing a new Engineer Corps or supplying the 
needs of the Service through some other agency which 
has not yet presented itself in workable form. 

Capt. William E. P. French, U.S.A., retired, delivered 
an address in the city of New York on Labor Day in the 
course of which he argued in favor of organizing labor 
unions on strict military lines. He said: “My plan is 
to organize them on army lines, whereby the members 
could be disciplined and equipped with enlistment, war- 
rant and other army features, the term of enlistment 
to be from three to five years. During this time the 
surplus earnings of members would go into a fund to be 
applied to the purchase in open market of shares in mines 
and other natural resources, and railroads, until a con- 
trolling interest by degrees would be obtained. The 
working people then by degrees would own, operate and 
control these things, which would be the first step towar¢ 
Government ownership.” The system of organized labor 
proposed by Captain French is distinctly original, and, 
in theory, it aims at a broad and progressive altruism, 
but it appears to be a long way ahead of the times. If 
the members of trades unions could be made amenable 
to military discipline and held accountable for its en- 
forcement in behalf of law and order the system would un- 
doubtedly work to the advantage of organized labor and 
promote the public welfare. There is no evidence, how- 
ever, that the great labor organizations are willing to 
take upon themselves the grave obligations which such a 
system would impose. The average labor union wants 
power without responsibility. Military organization em- 
bodies both power and responsibilty, and is about the 
last system that professional labor agitators would ap- 
prove. Moreover, in view of existing social and econo- 
mic conditions, it is extremely doubtful whether Captain 
French’s system would be a safeguard or a menace to the 
public peace. 
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Surface indications point to a renewal of the “anti- 
imperialist” campaign of vilification against the Army. 
Whether the purpose is to affect the results of the Con- 
gress election, now only two months away, is problemati- 
cal, but in any event the revival of activity among the 
opponents of the military policy of the Government in the 
Philippines is undeniable. The spirit of the whole move- 
ment is revealed in the following extract from a Wash- 
ington letter in the New York Evening Post: “If the 
anti-imperialistic newspapers of the country would main- 
tain at Manila a correspondent, making use of both cable 
and mail, they would cgntribute very largely to the in- 
terests of truth and good government. The private let- 
ters which come from that quarter, and the reports of 
the occasional globe trotter who strays into Manila, do 
not command sufficient attention.” The meaning of that 
statement is perfectly clear. The official reports from the 
Philippines contain nothing scandalous to the Army, 
therefore they must be false and misleading! The news- 
paper correspondents in Manila have nothing to say to the 
discredit of the Government, therefore they must have 
been bribed or throttled! In short, the fact that all ad- 
vices show everything to be moving smoothly in the 
Archipelago is proof to the “anti-imperialists” that cor- 
ruption and oppression are rampant and that American 
sovereignty is grinding the Filipinos into the dust. What 
the “anti-imperialists” want is a representative at Ma- 
nila who will promote “the interests of truth and good 
government” by ignoring facts and manufacturing scan- 
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dal and outrage out of nothing. In other words, they 
want an able-bodied liar who is desirous of beating the 
record. 

O’Brien, the former corporal of Volunteers who, fh 
the cause of his testimony before the Senate Commit- 
tee on the Philippines, made serious charges against 
certain officers under whom he served in the Philippines, 
and who was recently arrested and indicted for perjury, 
gave bail in the sum of $5,000 to Justice Anderson of 
the Criminal Court of the District of Columbia, on 
Aug. 29, and was released. He will be tried at the 
fall term. O’Brien’s charges were so atrocious that 
the officers whom he accused have the amplest warrant 
for demanding that he be compelled to substantiate them 
or suffer the consequences. If he is guilty of perjury 
as charged, no penalty allowable by law is too severe 
for him. In the meantime, however, he is entitled to 
the benefit of the doubt as well as to the tearful sympa- 
thy of the “anti-imperialists,” to whom his testimony 
gave such unalloyed delight. 


——™- 
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It is an interesting coincidence that the joint maneu- 
vers of the United States Army and Navy took place 
almost simultaneously with similar movements in the 
great nations of Europe. This year’s maneuvers in the 
Old World are more general and are projected on a 
broader scale than ever before. In addition to the 
United States, England, Germany, France, Russia, Italy 
and Austria have all engaged in games of war. The 
English maneuvers have been principally with the army 
and so are those of Germany. The German maneuvers 
are the most elaborate of the year, and have drawn to- 
gether one of the largest gatherings of distinguished 
officers of foreign armies that have ever assembled. The 
magnitude of the European maneuvers and the wide- 
spread interest which they have aroused throughout the 
world will no doubt be interpreted by timid folk as fore- 
tokens of war. But to thoughtful observers these ma- 
neuvers are merely manifestations of that military pre- 
paredness which means peace. 

It has been decided by the Navy Department that the 
U.S.S. Boston, recently commissioned at the Mare Isl- 
and Navy Yard, shall relieve the Rangér at Panama, 
this latter vessel having been as long in this tronical 
port as is deemed prudent by the surgeon general of 
the Navy. The Boston may remain at Panama until the 
present disturbed condition of Isthmian politics has 
been changed for the better. At the present time, how- 
ever, there seems no immediate prospect of such a con- 
summation. The changes which have seen made in the 
Boston while under repair at the Mare Island yard 
fit her admirably for just this duty. The Boston has al- 
ways been a healthy ship, and there is po reason to 
doubt her ability to remain indefinitely at Panama with 
perfect safety. 
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The State Department is in recelpt of a telegram 
from Minister Herbert W. Bowen, at Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, to the eec effect that two of our men-of-war in 
Venezuelan waters can be dispensed with, and the Navy 
Department has given orders for the Topeka and Ma- 
chias to leave those waters. The Topeka will come 
north at once, and will be followed by the Machias as 
soon as it is deemed advisable for the vessel to sail. The 
vessels now remaining to safeguard American interests 
in that part of the world are the Cincinnati in Vene- 
zuelan waters, and the Marietta at Panama. The un- 
healthy season of the year is approaching and it is the 
earnest desire of Secretary Moody to remove our vea- 
sels from dangerous stations without delay. 








The second monthly report issued under the civil 
government ‘of the new republic by the chief sani- 
tary officer of Havana, Dr. Charles J. Finlay, shows 
that the excellent sanitary conditions established by 
the military government are being maintained and that 
the health of the city continues to be at least fairly 
satisfactory. This report covers the month of June, 
during which the death rate was 23.56 per thousand, 
as against a rate of 23.28 in June, 1901; 24.90 in June, 
1900; 31.56 in June, 1899, and 64.82 in June, 1898, 
when the highest death rate for this month was 
reached. 


~~ 
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The board appointed to select a site for the naval 
training station on the Great Lakes has completed the 
work of inspection and the report is now in process of 
preparation. It is generally understood that some point 
not far from Chicago has been selected for this new 
departure. Many factors have entered into the deter- 
mination of the most available location for this station, 
principal among which is proximity to a large center of 
population. Chicago seems to fill the requirements more 
completely than any other city on the lakes. 

Some three hundred candidates for Annapolis have 
taken their examinations, under the ruling of the De- 
partment, before the civil service commissioners through- 
out the country, and of this number not less than one- 
half dropped out after the first day’s examination, being 
satisfied that they could not pass. The next examina- 
tion takes place in Washington, Sept. 15.

Colonel Forbush, 12th Cay., U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of Texas, in commenting upon the case of 
Sergt. E. K. Armstrong, 4th Inf., found guilty of dis- 
obedience of orders, and of making an insubordinate and 
disrespectful reply to a non-commissioned officer, and 
sentenced ‘To be reduced to the ranks and to forfeit ten 
($10.00) dollars per month of his pay for three months,” 
says: “In the foregoing case the record was returned 
to the court for correction in two particulars: Ist, a con- 
tradictory statement in the record, “The accused having 
no statement to make, submitted his defense, which was 
read to the court and is hereto appended ;’ 2d, to com- 
plete the record so as to show that the counsel withdrew 
when the court was closed. The court in its record of 
revision adhered to its original record, giving two reasons 
therefor: 1st, The paper referred to is not a written 
statement by the accused, but is an argument in his de- 
fense submitted by his counsel; it is therefore signed by 
the accused and appended per footnote 2, page 145, Man- 
ual for Courts-Martial ;’ 2d, ‘With respect to the with- 
drawal of the counsel in closed court the form followed is 
that given in the Manual for Courts-Martial, revised 
edition, 1901, page 146, the use of which is mandatory 
as enjoined by the orders of the Secretary of War on 
page 3, ibid, and which is an authority subsequent to that 
quoted in the Ist endorsement.’ The first reason given 
by the court is such as to be unworthy of comment, and 
so, too, is the second; but it might be well to remark 
that the form for making up the record of courts-martial 
as given in the Manual is intended as a guide, to be used 
in conjunction with a little common sense, so as to adapt 
it to the circumstances of each particular case. The sen- 
tence was approved Aug. 21, 1902, and will be duly ex- 
ecuted. Sergeant Armstrong will be released from arrest 
and returned to duty as a private.” In commenting upon 
the case of Private Cline, C, 12th Cav., found guilty of 
larceny by a G.C.M., and sentenced “To be dishonorably 
discharged, forfeiting all pay and allowances, and to be 
confined at hard labor for six months,” Colonel Forbush 
says: “In the foregoing case the proceedings are dated 
Aug. 16, 1902, although it is shown that the session of 
the court was held on Aug. 14, 1902. It is not shown 
whether the counsel for the accused withdrew when the 
court was closed. The troop and regiment of the accused 
are omitted in recording the sentence. There are thirty- 
five errors in spelling, in a record of eight pages of manu- 
script. The amount of carelessness displayed on the 
part of the officers who are responsible for this record is 
astonishing. The sentence was approved Aug. 20, 1902, 
and will be duly executed at Fort Sam Houston, Tex.”

A German military writer, quoted by the United Ser- 
vice Gazette, remarks upon the secrecy with which the 
Japanese veil their military preparations. It is true, 
he admits, that foreign officers have been invited to at- 
tend imperial maneuvers, but this is a courtesy which 
Japan has been obliged to extend to European nations, 
as she herself has invariably sent representatives to, and 
diligentiy watched the maneuvers of, Continental armies. 
More than once, however, he adds, maneuvers which had 
been looked forward to with interest, have been indefi- 
nitely postponed, when the weather, which was given 
as an excuse, has not been really sufficiently bad to justify 
the adjournment. The truth, in the opinion of the Ger- 
man writer, is that Japan wishes to avoid exposing to 
the world her weakness in several branches of tue Ser- 
vice, and notably in cavalry and artillery. In these 
two arms the Japanese army is, he asserts, by no means 
well found. The cavalry, including two independent 
brigades, can only muster forty-seven squadrons ; and the 
artillery, owing to the poor quality of the teams of native 
horses, possesses but little mobility. The backbone of 
the Japanese army, the German writer concludes, is its 
infantry. Extraordinarily agile, with sharp sight, intrepid 
in danger, owing partly to the slight value in which he 
holds his life, and able to subsist and keep in excellent 
condition on the smallest rations and poorest food, the 
Japanese foot soldier furnishes most excellent material 
for the creation of an army which in fighting value will 
not be far behind the best in Europe.

It seems that a disappointment 1s in store for those 
who have been expecting great things from the use of 
oil as fuel for naval purposes. The experiments with 
petroleum instituted not long ago by Rear Admiral 
Melville, Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering 
of the Navy Department, are still in progress under 
the direction of Lieut. Comdr. John R. Edwards, Chief 
Engineer, U.S.N., but the results already achieved are 
not encouraging. It has been demonstrated that oil 
can be used as fuel easily and safely, but not economi- 
cally. Its cost, indeed, is so great that its general use 
in the Navy is practically out of the qu.tion, although 
Admiral Melville is quoted as saying that it might be 
used advantageously for torpedo boats, tugs and other 
small vessels. Admiral Melville is greatly interested in 
the question of liquid fuel, and the present experiments 
have attracted the closest attention of engineering ex- 
perts. The results will settle probably the whole matter 
so far as the economic factor is concerned, and un- 
fortunately there is reason to fear that the decision 
may be that coal is still the only available fuel for 
naval use,

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Statisticians estimate that, because of the increasing 
mortality rate among the old pensioners, the pension 
disbursements of the Governmut have entered upon a 
declining scale, and this opinion is supported by the 
experience of the last year. The auditor of the In- 
terior Department reports that the pensions paid 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1902, amounted 





to $133,556,039, which is $6,026,122 less than for the 
year preceding. The high-water mark of pension dis- 
bursements was reached in 1893, when the payments 
amounted to $158,155,342. In the following year there 
was a decline to $140,772,163. In 1898 the total rose 
to $145,748,865, but there has been a steady decline 
ever since. Of the amount paid last year $180,649 
was for pensions on account of the war of 1812, $1,660,- 
150 on account of the ~var with Mexico and $1,657,957 
on account of the Spanish war. The fact that $1,640,- 
799 was paid last year for pensions on account of 
the war of 1812 and the war with Mexico warrants 
the expectation that there will be a good many pen- 
sioners of the Spanish war on the rolls fifty or sixty 
years hence.

A correspondent favors us with the following statistics 
of our principal wars: War of the Revolution, seven 
years; war of 1812, two and a half years; war with 
Mexico, two years; war of the Rebellion, four years. 
Total number of men called out in these different wars 
was as follows: War of the Revolution, 395,858, viz. : 
Continentals, 231,771; Militia, 164,087. War of 1812, 
509,808, viz.; Regulars, 38,186; Militia, 458,463; Volun- 
teers, 10,110; Rangers, 3,049. War with Mexico, 100,454, 
viz.: Regulars, 26,922; Volunteers, 73,532. War of the 
Rebellion, 2,683,759, viz: Regulars, 46,679; Volunteers 
and Militia, 2,637,080. In the Italian campaign of 
1859 Napoleon III. had 176,300 troops in the field May 
21, and the Austrians 137,200. This was increased by 
July to 195,600 Frenchmen and Sardinians and 203,800 
Austrians. In the Franco-Prussian war of 1870-1 the 
Germans had in the field at the beginning of operations 
early in August, 1870, a total of 384,000, by the middle 
of November 425,000 men and by the ist of March, 1871, 
630,000 men. The strength of the French at these dates 
was 250,000, 600,000 and 534,000. In May, 1807, Napo- 
leon I. had in the field 285,000 and the Russians and 
Prussians 170,000. In 1812-15 the relative forces at 
different dates were as follows: June, 1812, French 
442,000, Allies 220,000; August, 1813, French 310,000, 
Allies 490,000 ; campaign in France Dec. 21, 1813, French 
120,000, Allies 360,000; campaign in Germany Aug. 12, 
1813, the French had 310,000, Allies 490,000; Waterloo 
campaign, French 123.000: Allies 219.000.

The statement published during the present week to the 
effect that the President had resolved to make the Pan- 
ama Canal Commission a purely military body and place 
Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., at the head of it, is 
merely a rehash of a story that appeared a month or two 
ago, and which, as the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL at the 
time explained, is founded on a gross misapprehension. 
The act authorizing the construction of an Isthmian canal 
provides that the work shall be under the supervision of 
a commission whose members shall include one officer of 
the Army and one officer of the Navy, both of whom must 
be expert engineers. This provision would of itself ap- 
pear to debar General Wood. The President’s desire, 
as we understand it, is to safeguard the health of the 
enormous body of men who will be employed in the work 
of construction, and in order to do so he proposes 
to establish a military district covering the route of the 
canal and place it under the command of an Army officer 
capable of enforcing the mest thorough sanitary and hy- 
gienic measures against disease. General Wood is peculi- 
arly fitted for such a command, and his assignment to the 
Isthmus would doubtless be followed there br the ex- 
traordinary results which he achieved in dealing with 
health problems in Cuba. Those results rank among the 
most splendid performances of the American occupation 
of Cuba, and they distinguish General Wood as an officer 
pre-eminently qualified for a similar undertaking in con- 
nection with the canal project. 
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Field Marshal Lord Wolseley’s reiteration of his opin- 
ion, published in the ARMy AND NAvy JouRNAL of June 
14, that the American Army is “the best in the world,” 
leads the Nashville American to remark: “Coming from 
this distinguished soldier and commander-in-chief of the 
British army from 1895 to 1900, this is the highest 
praise. General Wolseley is familiar with all the armies 
of Europe; he has been a soldier more than fifty years; 
he visited this country during the Civil War, and was 
the guest of General Lee. His statement that the United 
States Army is the best in the world is the opinion of 
one who is competent to judge. It is not only the best 
army in point of effectiveness, but it is the most humane 
army in the world. But we have some people in this 
country who abuse and denounce it and its representa- 
tives as though they were an aggregation of cowards and 
cut-throats.” The views expressed by our Tennessee 
contemporary are significant because they come from a 
newspaper of the same State and the same political faith 
as Senator Carmack, who, during the recent session of 
Congress, was one of the noisiest and most malevolent 
defamers of the officers and men of the Army in the 
Philippines. 
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A board of survey, composed of the different heads of 
departments at the Mare Island Navy Yard, has been 
ordered to report upon the condition of the captured 
gunboat Manila, recently arrived at that yard from the 
Philippines. The intention at the present time is to 
convert this vessel into a receiving ship for the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, the old Independence being viewed 
with suspicion by the medical authorities of the yard on 
account of the long service done by that venerable craft. 
The condition of the under-water portions of the Inde- 
pendence has long been a source of anxiety to the sta- 





i 
tion, and it is not too much to say that this fine specimen 
of a by-gone age in naval architecture has long since 
earned her freedom from service, and it is understood 
that strenuous efforts will be made to relegate the Inde- 
pendence to the bourne whence no ships return as soon 
as a proper successor can be commissioned. 





While the military spirit of the Cuban people is un- 
deniable, it is evidently strongest among those who are 
resolved to have places in the commissioned service or 
none at all. This is shown by a statement of the cap- 
tain of a merchant vessel who recently brought a cargo 
from Cuba to the United States. He londed at Baracoa 
and while he was lying there a recruiting office-was opened 
to enlist men for the Cuban National Guard. Up to 
the time of his departure twenty men had offered to 
serve as generals, sixty had applied for commissions as 
colonels, about 300 were willing to be majors, captains or 
lieutenants, and three had even signified their readiness 
to go in as sergeants, but not one had offered to humble 
his valorous soul by enlisting as a private. At this rate 
it looks as though the Cubans might have to fill their 
National Guard by importing an enlisted force for it. 








Professional interest in the recent Army and Navy 
maneuvers on the Atlantic coast is so keen that there 
is a strong sentiment among the officers of both services 
in favor of instituting similar maneuvers on the Pacific 
coast. It may not be practicable to do anything of the 
kind this year, but if the technical results of the recent 
maneuvers here in the East shall prove satisfactory it is 
probable that next year a series of joint maneuvers may 
be undertaken on the Pacific coast. The matter already 
has been informally discussed by the officers attached 
to the Pacific Station of the Navy and the Military De- 
partment of California, who are said to regard it favor- 
ably. The coast of California presents problems of de- 
fense that would render a series of joint maneuvers ex- 
ceedingly interesting.

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P. A. Surg. Carl de Wolf Brownell, U.S.N., who 
contributes an article on bolo wounds to the August 
number of the Journal of the Association of Military 
Surgeons of the United States, says that the bolos 
that he saw among the Tagalogs in 1898 were long, 
straight, pointed, heavy knives of various sizes, “not 
to be compared with the truly formidable barong, or 
parang, of the Moros.” Despite its length and its 
straightness, the bolo seems to be used more for slash- 
ing than for thrusting, for in the eleven cases seen 
by Dr. Brownell in Aguinaldo’s hospital at Cavite, all 
in Spanish soldiers or sailors, there was only one of 
punctured wound, and that was superficial. 








The Boston; Commecial. Bulletin of Aug. 30 says: 
“Score another for Massachusetts! In the first great 
military and naval maneuvers ever held in the United 
States the commanding general is a son of western 
Massachusetts (MacArthur, born in West Springfield), 
and the commanding admiral a son of eastern Massa- 
chusetts (Higginson, born in Jamaica Plain). The 
only State force to act with the regular Navy is the 
Massachusetts Naval Brigade, and the only State force 
found of sufficient training to handle modern coast 
defense artillery side by side with the regular Army 
is the 1st Massachusetts Heavy Artillery. Let the

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The following figures, from a German Service paper, 
show the enormous expansion that has taken place in the 
navy of that country during recent years. The total 
personnel in 1881 was 11,352, 17,083 in 1891, and 31,- 
171 in 1901. When the program initiated in 1900 is 
complete it will amount to 60,000. The number of offi- 
cers in the higher grades has hardly increased to the 
same extent. It was 458 in 1881, and twenty years 
‘ater had increased to 924. But the number of engineer 
officers had in the same period risen from 35 to 159, and 
the junior officers from 284 to 1,280. 
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A correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette has 
his little growl because four of the eleven officers of full 
general’s rank on the active list of the British army have 
been taken from the artillery. He asks, “Is this a fair 
distribution of favors?’ There is no complaint in our 
Army of an excess of such honors going to. the Artillery. 
Of our general officers only two saw their last line ser- 
vice in the Artillery, six coming from the Cavalry and 
twelve from the Infantry. One was taken from the 
Medical Corps. 
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Advertisements have been issv.cd calling for bids from re 
sponsible bidders for the construction of the fine dry dock 
planned for the new naval station at Charleston, S.C. 
Bids are to be opened at the Navy Department on the first 
day of October. The dry dock proper and the entrance 
to the same are to be constructed of concrete, faced with 
cut granite, and the dimensions are: Length, 643 feet: 
breadth, 144 feet; depth, 42 feet. The cost is estimated 
at $1,200,000, which will include pumping plant and al! 
other apparatus required for a dock of the first class. 
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The Military Service. Institution of the United States 
has awarded the Hunt nrize of 1902, for best and second 
hest short papers on an Artillery subject, as follows: 
1st. Major James Chester, Art. Corps, U.S.A., re 
tired; $50 and certificate of award; subject, “Artillery 
Organization.” 2d. Mr. Hudson Maxim, of Brooklyn; 
$25 and certificate of award; subject, “Maximite.” 
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Judge Eli Torrance, Commaner-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, has issued an address to 
the members of that organization which is peculiarly 
illustrative of the fraternal spirit which prevails among 
the veterans of the Civil War. Judge Torrance after 
speaking of the cordial] greeting extended to him by the 
people of Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Texas during his recent tour of the Grand Army De- 
partments in those States, calls attention to the fact 
that, under the leadership of Col. J. M. Falkner, for- 
merly of the 8th Confederate Cavalry, efforts are making 
to establish a home for Confederate veterans at Moun- 
tain Creek, Chilfon County, Ala., and that the enter- 
prise is in urgent need of fumds. He therefore appeals 
to his comrades of the Grand Army ‘to contribute ac- 
cording to their means toward the compietion of the 
project, adding: “I know of no surer or shorter way to 
a complete unification of this country in purpose and 
feeling than the highway of kindness, and I believe 
its extreme outposts should be jointly held by the sur- 
viving soldiers of the armies of Grant and Lee. There 
was a time when the nearer we came together the 
worse it was for all, but now the closer we come to- 
gether the better for all. I believe it is within the power 
of the surviving soldiers of the great war to make 
fraternity a national anthem, loyalty a national creed 
and charity a national virtue! My comrades, as we 
grow older our hearts become mere gentle and tender, 
and next to the comrade who stood by our side is the 
brave soldier who faced us.” Contributions to this 
worthy undertaking may be addressed to Col. J. M. 
Falkner, Montgomery, Ala., by whom they will be 
promptly acknowledged. It is safe to predict ‘that this 
appeal will receive a generous response from the mem- 
bers of the Grand Army at there forthcoming encamp- 
ment at Washington. Judge Torrance states that this 
is his last letter to the Grand Army as its Command- 
er-in-Chief. Certainly he never wrote one that. was 
nobler or more patriotic.

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As a general rule a correct estimate of an officer’s 
character as a man is reflected in the opinions of the 
men who serve under him. There is something inter- 
esting, therefore, in the following statement by Mr. 
©. D. Theall of Dallas, Tex., lately returned from the 
Philippines, where he served nine months as orderly 
to Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, U.S.A., retired: “A 
rank injustice was done General Smith by the Admin- 
istration, and I challenge any one to find a’ man who 
followed General Smith through the hell of a dozen 
campaigns in the Philippines who does not agree with 
me. When I was sent to the Philippines in the autumn 
of 1898, I was assigned to the 17th Infantry, of which 
Jacob Smith was colonel. When Colonel Smith was 
made a brigadier general for gallant and meritorious 
services my regiment became part of his brigade and I 
was assigned to duty as General Smith’s orderly. In 
this capacity I came to know the old hero of hundreds 
of fights very well indeed. I want to say this for him: 
No man of more tender heart, of more unflagging de- 
votion to duty or of more reckless courage ever helped 
to carry the flag of our Government to victory. The 
court-martial that sat on General Smith’s case ac- 
quitted him. President Roosevelt should have ac- 
cepted that as final. His action found no approval 
among the men who have done the suffering and the 
fighting out on the firing lines.” 
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In view of the fact that considerable numbers of en- 
listed men of the Army—particularly in the colored 
regiments—after having married native women in the 
Philippines, have attempted to desert their wives upon 
being ordered. home, the War Department, at the sug- 
gestion of Major General Chaffee, commanding the 
Division of the Philippines, has given notice that an 
enlisted man who marries without the permission of 
his commanding officer will be liable to be discharged 
without honor. When a man joins the enlisted force 
he is required to state that he is not married, and if 
he subsequently marries without permission he may 
be held to have violated his contract agreement. More- 
over, if he attempts to desert his wife he may be held 
is guilty of conduct prejudicial to discipline, and 
lropped from the Service on that account. General 
Chaffee’s action in this matter was prompted by the 
‘act that when the 25th Infantry was about to sail 
from Manila in July it was discovered that about fifty 
if the men had Filipino wives whom they were trying 
o desert. By order of General Chaffee these men were 
summarily discharged without honor, and several others 
who had applied for transportation for their native 
wives, which could not be furnished, were discharged 
n their own request.

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One exhibit at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
which is sure to attract general attention and exert 
an educational influence quite out of the ordinary will 
be that arranged by the War Department. The details 
1f the exhibit have not yet been decided upon, but it 
is the declared purpose of the Department to organize 
a display which shall illustrate the progress of science 
in gun making, the development of the national] de- 
fenses, and the triumphs of modern military engineer- 
ing. The exhibit will include a heavy gun mounted on 
a dissappearing. carriage with the electrical devices 
employed in handling it, a miniature fort, with types 
of ali the guns used in defending it, plans of several 
of the principal harbors of the country and a vast 
collection .of guns, swords and other implements of war 
dating from the ancients down to the present time. 








A working model of an Army hospital will also be 
shown with all the appliances for caring for sick and 
wounded soldiers, and this will be supplemented with 
exhibits to illustrate the development of the medical 
service of the Army. From this brief outline it will 
be seen that the exhibit of the War Department is 
bound to be one of extraordinary interest. In plan and 
scope it is so arranged that it will serve as an object 
lesson of American progress in military science. 





Lieut. Col. G. F. Elliott, of the Marine Corps, has 
gotten up a most useful intrenching tool for troops serv- 
ing in the field and has asked the Navy Department to 
have one hundred of them made for test. The tool is 
looked upon with much favor at both the War and 
Navy Departments and it is probable that it will be 
tested, In his letter to the Navy Department describing 
the tool Colonel Elliott says: “The model of the in- 
trenching tool I present is a combination spade and 
grubbing hoe, having a detachable handle; there are but 
two parts, a blade and handle, as the securing pin is per- 
manently attached to the blade. It will do as much 
work as the ordinary spade in any ground; when used 
as a grubbing hoe it will do from one-half to two-thirds 
as much work as a pick (cuts wider, being lighter, faster, 
but not so deep). These tools can be used all as spades, 
all as grubbing hoes, or any proportion of each best 
suited to the soil. The pin can be improved, although 
they never unlock in use. The tool weighs 4 1-2 pounds, 
the ordinary spade 5 pounds. They can be made of sheet 
steel for $1.50 each. I think a canvas sheath sufficient 
for our use.”

President Roosevelt’s remark at Haverhill, Mass., on 

Aug. 27, that the defeat of Spain in the late war was 
not due to any lack of courage or devotion to duty on 
the part of the officers and men of the Spanish army 
and navy is straight to the point. Next to the pre- 
ponderante of strength in favor of the American forces, 
the principal factor in the defeat of Spain was her 
lack of preparedness. Her ‘ships were but partly 
equipped with guns and ammunition, her gun crews had 
undergone no target practice worthy of the name, and 
when the clash came her brave sailors were almost as 
helpless as children against the gunnery of crews who 
had been trained to their duties. The moral of the 
whole war—so far as operations on the sea were con- 
cerned—is that, if eternal vigilance is the price of lib- 
erty, so everlasting preparedness is the price of 
victory. 
“" Commander McLean, of the Navy, commanding the 
Cincinnati, reported to the Navy Department from Cape 
Haytien, under date of Aug. 28, that everything is quiet 
at the town of Cape Haytien. For two days fighting 
has been going at Limbe, which is about twenty-one 
hours’ march from Cape Haytien, and some of the 
wounded had been brought to the latter town. Com- 
mander McLean reports that reliable information cannot 
Le ot-tamed as to the result of the action. He says: “I 
have seen nothing of Admiral Killick, commanding the 
Haytien gunboats. The health of the crew of the Ma- 
chias is improved; that of the Cincinnati is good. The 
Machias coaled from the Leonidas, which leaves to-day 
for Norfolk, carrying mail.”

The special orders for this week contain the announce- 
ment of the honorable discharge from the Army of many 
of the Volunteer medical officers. In all, seventy-five of 
these Volunteer officers are to be discharged, embracing 
twenty-five majors and fifty captains. These discharges 
are based upon the recent recommendations of Major 
General Cnaffee, who has reported that with the reduc- 
tion of the Army in the Philippines there can be a cor- 
responding reduction in the number of medical officers 
serving there. Naturally, the Volunteer meflical officers 
who were authorized by Congress for service in the 
Philippines are the ones to go. It is understood that 
some of the Regular officers will be relieved from duty 
in the Philippines and ordered home.

George L. Painter, asst. surg., U.S.V.; Ist Lieut. 

U.S.A., and Contract 
Surg. Harold D. Corbusier, U.S.A., was appointed to 
meet in San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 2, to prepare lists 
of the medical property upon the above-named trans- 
ports, showing the amount and condition of each article. 
Major C. P. Miller, Q.M.; Major O. Rafferty, surg., 
and Major C. A. Devol, Q.M., have been appointed a 
board to appraise the value of the above-named trans- 
ports with a view to their sale. 

Inspired, no doubt, by the movement which has led 
to the raising of the Stars and Stripes over every public 
schoolhouse in the land, an agitation has been started 
which seeks to compel the display of the national colors 
above every post office, no matter whether those offices 
be located in public or private buildings.

WHAT THE MANEUVERS HAVE SHOWN. 


While we must wait for the official report of the 
umpires to disclose the Jechnical results of the joint 
maneuvers, certain facts have been made so clear that 
everybody can understand:them. We cannot well over- 
state the gain to both Services, not only in the thorough 
test of men and material, but in the increase of know!l- 
edge of each other’s work, and increased respect for 
each other, which their common experiences have de- 
veloped. The Navy nas had 6n shore keen observers of 
Army methods and material and the Navy vessels have 
carried with them Army observers whio, if they suc- 
ceeded in getting sea legs on, must have learned much 
besides the personal demonstration of the readiness of 
an Army officer at sea to throw up everything except 
his commission, and much that will be of great value 
to the service they represent. .Our National Guard and 
Naval Militia have also gained valuable experience. It 
has been a laborious and fatiguing week for those 
taking part in the maneuvers, but none of them is 
complaining, and the unanimous verdict is that they 
should be repeated at least once a year. 

It is not to be denied that the maneuvers have re- 
vealed certain deficiencies in~the Artillezry system of 
fire control which require vigorous treatment in order 
to secure complete efficiency. The Kafferty and the 
Lewis rangefinders, for instance, were tried side by 
side, but the disparity between their readings indicates a 
degree of inaccuracy somewhat: which is not reassur- 
ing to gunners. Conditions unfortunately were such as 
rendered it impossible to ascertain waere the error 
was. The importance of perfecting fire control and 
of training the individual soldier in the use of modern 
appliances has been so thoroughly impressed upon our 
Artillery officers that they need no lesson from us, It 
is to be hoped the War Department and Congress wi!l 
equally appreciate this prime necessity. There should 
be more practice, and by this we do not mean the mere 
firing of guns. [Itange finding can be taught, in a 
measure, without this by dealing with known distances 
and employing the telephone and other electrical appa- 
ratus as gids, We do not mean to say that this is not 
done already. We only seek to emphasize its im- 
portance. It would be well to have certain Artillery 
posts selected as training stations and to concentrate 
there the too limited appropriation in order that the 
training may be more continuous and effective than it 
is now. It is practice that makes perfect, and -we 
cannot have too much of this. Above all, there should 
be sufficient liberality in appropriations to secure the 
best possible result from the costly appliances of war 
which have been’ placed in the hands of our officers of 
Artillery. Keenly as they may appreciate their de- 
ficiencies as revealed by these maneuvers and by other 
experiences, they can remedy them only in partial 
measure if a false economy is to prevail at Washing- 
ton. The inauguration of our law makers is too largely 
influenced by Poor Richard's maxims that do not apply 
to the conditions created by the enormous development 
of wealth and the necessity for its protection. We 
are told that it would cost no less than $10,000,000 to 
provide the one thousand guns now mounted on our 
coast defenses each with two hundred rounds of ammuni- 
tion. Very well. We have more than one multi- 
millionaire who could spare this sum from his annual 
income and not feel it. The sum paid in commissious 
to the organizers of the great steel corporation would 
provide six hundred rounds of ammunition for each 
of our coast guns. We can well afford to deal with 
dollars as our ancestors dealt with dimes, and appro- 
priate millions for defense without being relatively 
more extravagant than years ago when we appropriated 
thousands. 

The telautograph, by which a pencil passing over a 
roll of paper reproduces an autograph message written 
with a similar pencil at the sending station, seemed 
to work admirably, yet in one instanice it gave the 
azimuth at 200 degrees when it sltould have been 300. 
This error, however, was apparently due to imperfect 
hearing of the number as it was called off. This sug- 
gests the adoption of a rule by which important verbal 
messages shall be called back or repeated. 

As to searchlights, they should be so placed that their 
glare will not interfere with the sighting of the guns, 
and some means should, if possible, be found whereby 
the men in the Yorts will escape being blinded when 
the full light of ship searchers is turned upon them. 
Ships’ crews should also have similar protection. Care- 
ful experiments should be made to ascertain the most 
effective way of using tue lights. They seemed to us 
to move too rapidly and in some cases the light was 
thrown too high. It would be an excellent plan to 
send observers out from_the forts to watch the effect 
of the lights and to direct their movements by signal 
until the best possible result has been produced. 

One of the incidental, but none the less valuable, re- 
sults of these joint maneuvers ‘thas been to develon still 
more highly the spirit and capacity for co-operative 
action between the two Services. No one can come in 
contact with the personnel of our Army and Navy with- 
out being impressed with the magnificient material we 
have for the maintenance of the national defenses. 
The industry, zeal and professional skill displayed in 
preparing and executing the recent maneuvers rafford 
the highest testimony to the thoroughness and efficiency 
of our military establishment on land and sea, and en- 


title both services to the most generous and 5 ic 
consideration from the national legislature. 
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OUR OFFICERS ABROAD. 


Major Gens. Henry C. Corbin and Samuel B. M. Young, 
U.8.A:, acecmpanied by their,aide de camp, attended the 
autumn parade of the German Guard Corps held on 
the Tempelhof Field, near Berlin, on Aug. 30, in the 
presence of the Emperor and Mmpress, King Victor 
Nmmanuel of [Italy and other important personages. 
Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood was not.in uniform, his mil- 
itary trappings being- wiih his delayed baggage, so he 
saw the review from.a-carriage with John B. Jackson, 
secretary of the United States Embassy at Berlin. 
Riding down the lines of troops and guests at the re- 
view,- Emperor William, who usually on these occa- 
sious does not acknowledge salutes, singled out the 
American Generals and raised his baton to his helmet. 
About 40,500 troops, one-third of the number being 
cavalry, took part in the review, which was the custom- 
ary. brilliant spectacle. 

Captain von Grumme, Emperor William’s aide de 
camp, gave a lumeheon on Aug. 30, to General Corbin 
and Mes. Corbin, Lieut. Col. John A. Johnston and 
Mrs. Jolinstun, General Young and Lieut. James F. 
McKinley. 

The visiting American generals, beginning Sept. 1, 
are Emperor William’s guests, and his Majesty will 
pay their hotel bills in Berlin, their transportation to 
the scene of the army maneuvers and the expense of 
their lodging at Frankfort-on-the-Oder. General Cor- 
bim and Colonel’ Johnston will be quartered at the 
residence of the tax assessor, Herr von Jacobi; General 
Young and Lieutenant McKinley wil: lodge with Gym- 
nasium Director Laubert, and General Wood will be 
quartered with Major von Randow. 

On Sept. 1, Generals Young and Corbin visited the 
cadet institute at Lichterfeldeé, near Berlin, on the 
invitation of the military authorities. The visit was 
arranged in return for thte visit ef courtesy paid by 
Prince Henry of Prusssia and the officers of his staff to 
West Point. 

Comdr. William H. Beehler, the retiring United States 
Naval Attaché at Berlin, returned to Berlin Aug. 30, 
from a dinner at the new Palace at Potsdam. After 
the dinner, Commander Beehler was presented to the 
King of Italy by the Kaiser. The subject discussed 
was the excellence of Italian shipbuiding, especially 
in the experiments made at Spezzia by the engineer 
Kessi, Fhe Kaiser said, it is reported, that the Italians 
were the best shipbuilders in the world. Commander 
Beehler also was presented to the Empress and to the 
Princes. All expressed their regret at his coming de- 
parture. Commander Beehler will be received officially 
by Emperor William this week to take fornfal farewell. 

A Berlin despatch says: “Generals Corbin and Young, 
U.S.A., occupied a box at the opera on the evening of 
Aug. 20, and their broad yellow scarfs attracted much 
attention from the diplomats, for they looked like the 
ribbons ef the Grand Cross of the Black Eagle. ‘Where 
did those Americans get the Black Eagle? was asked, 
and. for some time nobody knew, until a secretarv who 
had been in Washington said that the ribbons were only 
part of the generals’ parade uniform.”

COL. CHARLES A. WOODRUFF, U.S.A. 

Among the officers of the Army who have served in 
the Philippines there is none who has attained a 
greater degree of popularity in both Service and social 
circles in Manila than Col. Charles A. Woodruff of the 
Subsistence Department, who was until recently chief 
commissary of the Division of the Philippines. As 
soldier, wit, orator and executive, Colonel Woodruff is 
equally accomplished and, being master of many arts, 
he adorns them all. Speaking of his departure for the 
United States, the Manila Freedom, in the course of a 
long, and appreciative article, says: 

“In the ceparture for the United States of Colonel 
Woodruff, the Army in the Philippines will lose one 
of its rhost efficient officers, but the Army will not be 
the only loser-—all who have met and learned to admire 
him will miss him. Colonel Woodruff is a gentleman of 
the old school, of Irish extraction and acquaintance 
with the gift of blarney. As an orator his only proto- 
type is the inimitable Depew. Humor, delicate satire, 
sarcasm, pathos—all are blended together by a master 
hand. As an after-dinner speaker he is probably the 
eleverest in the islands. But it is not only as a_pol- 
ished gentleman that Colenel Woodruff shines. He is 
pre-eminently qualified for his work in the Subsistence 
Department, an officer of great executive ability with 
the power to harmonize discordant elements. Under 
his direction, ‘bucking’ matches pale into insignificance, 
the co in the wheels work together smoothly, and 
there is harmony even with the Quartermaster De- 
partment, which from time immemorial has worked 
more or less at odds with the Commissary. * * * * 
When he assumed charge of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment in these islands, things were in a bad way. Sup- 
plies ordered reached the troops many months after- 
wards in thany ¢ases—sometimes never. The supplies 
on Hand were not sufficient in some of the most neces- 
sary components, in others there were large and un- 
necessary surpluses. The question of transportation was 
almost an unanswerable one. Requisitions were revised 
and sent to San Francisco; surplus stock disposed of; all 
necessary supplies which could be purchased here were 
obtained at once; the entire system of supply was 
changed, sub-depots established and competent officers 
detailed in charge; competent clerical forces were ob- 
tained, arrangements made for a more perfect system 
of trangportation facilities—the results were not slow 
: i obtaining. These results must have been felt in 

ashington, where the services of Colonel Woodruff 
are no doubt fully appreciated. Freedom wishes Colonel 
Woedruff a pleasant billet in God’s country and the 
stars of a brigadier, a well-merited promotion.”

LIEUT. COL. LOUIS M. MAUS, U.S.A. 


When the work accomplised in Manila by the officers 
of the United States Army is finally summed up, credit 
for much of the hardest part of it will be justly 
awarded to Lieut. Col. Louis M. Maus of the Medical 
Department, whg, until he was relieved on July 31, 
was Commissioner of Public Health in Manila. The 
eonditions which prevailed in that city when Colonel 
Maus began his labors were supremely discouraging. 
The city reeked with filth; there was no system of 
sewerage: the simplest principles of sanitation were 
either unknown or wilfully violated by the inhabitants; 
the nativés, shperstitious to the last degree, angrily 
resented All efforts to teach them the value of cleanli- 
ness and the whole neighborhood was a breeding place 
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for disease. Byt. from the hour that, Colonel Meus took 
control a new order of began. He enforced 
sanitary measures along practical lines, insisted upon 
having clean streets, compelled. the natives to change 
their habits and. remevate their homes, 
people the necessity for the disinfection of foul places, 
and published violations of the municipal health Jaws 
with a relentless hand. it was largely to his ener- 
etic efforts that Manila escaped’ an epidemic of 
nbonic plague a year a and but for his vigilance 


and skill the present cholera epidemic would undoubt- 


edly have been far worse than it is. Wxcept wn 
cholera, Manila, thanks to his labors, is relatively a 
healthy city, and it.owes him a debt of gratitude which 
it can never repay. As an expression of regret at his 
departure, the members and employes of the Manila 
Board of Health on July 26, presented him a superb 
brandy flask of embossed s‘lver and a-gold pencil set 
with diamonds. The American Chamber of Commerce 
in Manila adopted resolutions which, after renewing 
the work accomplished by Colonel Maus, conclude as 
follows: “Resolved, That the American Chamber of 
Commerce extends its thanks for the work done under 
his administration, and that a copy of this resolution 
be transmitted, through official channels, to the secre- 
tary of War, and that it also be spread upon the minutes 
of this meeting.” The Manila Times of July 25, in 
an editorial article noting’ the departure of Colonel 
Maus, says: “With the relief of Lieutenant Colonel 
Maus from his post as Commissioner of Public Health 
of Manila, there will close an efficient and honorable 
term of service in the public welfare, and one which 1s 
appreciated by all Americans and Huropeans in Ma- 
nila. * * * * It is safe to say that no public 
officer in the Archipelago has borne such a heavy 
load; and withal, it has been borne patiently and un- 
complainingly. There have not been wanting some 
self-elected critics who have carped at the efforts of 
the Board of Health and questioned their wisdom and 
efficiency; but we venture to say that not one of these 
could have coped with the dreaded scourge half so 
ably and so energetically, or have waged such a stub- 
born fight. In his home-going, Colonel Maus will there- 
fore carry with him the good wishes and appreciation 
of the public of Manila and the Philippines. He has 
deserved them.” 











IN DEFENSE OF THE ARMY. 


President Roosevelt, in the course of an address in 
Springfield, Mass., on Sept. 2, said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: The men who went to Cuba 
were your brothers, sons, kindred, neighbors. The men 
who served in the Philippines in the uniform of the 
American Army have been: again your brothers, sons 
and neighbors. Last night I spent at Northfield. Two 
centuries and over ago Northfield was the frontier, 
and we have Massachusetts now because we were not 
afraid to expand then, and we are not afraid to ex- 
pand now. Our destiny unexpectedly took us to the 
Philippines. I don’t suppose any of us, when you and 
I, my comrades, went down to Cuba, thought much of 
the Philippines, and did not know much abeut them. 
I did not. We got there. We found that we had a 
job to do, and we did it. (A voice: ‘*That’s right; and 
did it well.) And did it well? Yes. That’s good, 
and much more. We have no apologies to make for it. 
Our soldiers in the Philippines have been attacked be- 
cause occasionally one of them did something wrong. 
Wherever it has been possible to find them out the of- 
fender has been punished. And I ask you, when they 
blame overmuch Uncle Sam’s men in blue fighting 
for their lives against a treacherous foe in the heart- 
breaking work of jungle warfare, if our critics re- 
membered, in speaking of the occasional shorteomings 
of the men who did wrong under the stress of such 
terrible temptation, that we are not altogether im- 
maculate at home. I would be sorry to have any one 
of our cities, even the best, even Springfield, judged by 
the record of its police courts. If you paid attention 
purely to that you could make it a pretty bad showing 
for any city in the land. Occasionally soldiers in the 
Philippines did wrong. but on the whole the men who 
for three years in those islands have followed the flag 
of the United States have added a new page to the 
honor roll of the nation. I think, however, that troops 
of ours never warred under greater difficulties than 
those in the Philippines. Troops of ours have warred 
against more dangerous foes, but never in a climate 
under condi'iens which called for such resolute per- 
severance on the part of the men. In the steaming 
heat of the tropic jungles, starving, footsore, so weary 
that they dropped to sleep in the mtd wherever they 
happened to fall down; at every step fearing ambush 
from a doe who was felt before he was seen, and 
among a population that greeted with friendliness the 
oneoming troops and seized the stragglers and put 
them to death by treachery—those men had, indeed, a 
heavy burden to bear, and I think that the men who 
sat at home could have afforded to be more lenient in 
bearing judgment against them.”

COLLEGE DETAILS. 


The recent general order announcing regulations for 
the detail of officers of the Army at established colleces, 
universities, etc., makes a considerable change in the 
system heretofore pursued. It has long been recognized 
by Army officers that the land grant and agricultural 
colleges, where military instruction is required, presented 
fine fields for the development of young men for future 
service for their country. 

Ar the outbreak of the war with Spain a great many 
of the young men were selected from these schools for 
appointment in the regular Army and a much larger 
nutiber sought service in the Volunteers, where their 
krewledge of drill was of much value. 

The new order undertakes to divide these institutions 
into three classes. First, those which have an optional 
military course; second, those agricultural colleges which 
are required by law to include military tactics in their 
curriculum; and, third, those strictly military schools or 
colleges where drill and discipline are the primary 
objects. 

The new order intends that none but active young 
officers shall be detailed to the schools in the third class. 
It is also one of the desirable things that the officers 
shall be graduates of one of the Service schools and shall 
have been recommended by their commanding officers as 
espeeially fitted for this duty. The details will, here- 
after, be made for a period of two years for the active 
officers and the detail for retired officers, when made, w''' 
be for four years. Officers detailed in the future will 
be sent to the institution two weeks prior to the de- 
parture of their predecessors in order to acquaint them- 
selves with existing conditions. During the present vear 
schools which already have retired officers will not be 
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disturbed, but it is contemplated to have the order in ful| 
force at the end of the coming school ag Heretefore, 
the department has had: difficulty, from time to 
time, concerning these details many of ‘the in. 
stitutions appear to consider it sufficient to mave it 
announced in. their catalogs that an.Army officer is de. 
tailed as instructor, although no particular attention was 
giver to the military branch. In the future, when ap 
application is made for the detail of an officer at any 
institution to which an officer has not heretofore been 
Pom rage an inspector will be sent to explain to the 
faculty the requirements of the Department and to satisfy 
himself as to the intentien and ability of the schoo) 
authorities to comply with the requirements. It igs ip. 
tended to have annuai inspections made of the schools 
having Army officers as instructors and any institution 
whieh fails to come up to the standard required will be 
deprived. of the services of the instructor by his with. 
drawal, and no instructor will be allowed at any institu. 
tion, under any circumstances, which does not guarantee 
to maintain at least one hundred pupils under military 
instruction. 

This order is intended to do away with the perfunc. 
tory performance of military duty at colleges and so to 
classify them that the Department, as well as the parents 
of young. men contemplating attending such institutions, 
may be fully informed. as to the real character. of the 
military instruction.

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THE DEPARTMENTS OF THE PHILIPriNBS. 


Upon recommendation of General Chaffee, concurred 
in by General Davis, who is to be his successor in the 
Philippines, an order has been issued by the War De- 
partment rearranging the Philippine Islands into three 


departments. The Department of Luzon is to be com- 
manded by Gen. James F. Wade, and will inelade all 
that portion of the Philippine Archipelago lying. north. of 
a line passing through Mindoro Strait southeasterly to 
the 12th paratlel of north latitude, thence along th 

parallel to 124 deg. 10 min. HB. of Greenwich; thenc 
northerly. through the San Bernardino Strait, This. in- 
cludes the Island of Masbate. 

e Department of the Visayas, to be commanded bv 
Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, to include all of the islands 
south of the Department of Luzon and erst of 121 deg. 
45 min. Ek. of Greenwich and north of the 9th parallel 
of latitude, excepting the Island of Mindanao, and all 
islands east of Strait of Surigao. 

The Department of Mindanao, to be commanded . by 
Brig. Gen. Samuel S. Sumner, includes all of the re- 
maining islands of the Philippine Archipelago. 

General Chaffee has been directed to designate the 
places for the leeation of the several department head- 
quarters, and to-distribute staff officers and troons accord- 
ing to the best needs of the service. General Caaffee 
and General Davis also recommend that four brigade or 
district commands be kept up in the Philippine Islands. 
_ The division organization for a geographical distinc- 
tion has been abandoned. for some time in the United 
States. but the old form of command of a division, and 
departments, is still necessary in the Philippines on 
aceount of the legal machinery of administration, especi- 
ally with reference to the appointment of courts-martial. 
It is thought proper that this authority should remain 
vested in the general officers who are serving at a 
distance from the headquarters in Manila.

RECENT DEATHS. 


We referred briefly last week to the death by Bright's 
disease and heart failure of Hospital Steward Henry O. 
Cabell, U.S.A., which occurred at Fortress Monroe, Va., 
on June 26, 1902, after a service of twenty-three years. 
He was born in Germany on July 4, 1852, was educated 
in a military school, served during the Franco-Prussian 
war as a commissioned officer; and was the recipient of 
:-e “kron Cross” from Emperor William I., for braver). 
He came to this country in 1875, entered the United 
States Army in the year 1877 and after a.short service 
was made ist sergeant in Troop b, 6th Cav. He was 
engaged in the Indian outbreak for some years, and in 
1887 received his appointment as hospital steward. The 
deceased leaves many friends in both the Army and 
civil life, who will be grieved to learn of his death, 
as he was respected by all who knew him. Mr. Cabell 


was a prominent Mason, affiliated with Hancock Lodge 
No. 311, Leavenworth, Kas., and also a member of the 
A. O V., and was buried with Masonic ceremony 


by Monitor Lodge No. 197, A. F. and A. M., in the 
National Cemetery, at Phebus, Va., on June 28, 1 

Ernest B. Gose, Jr., infant son of Capt. Ernest B. 
Gose, 24th U.S. Inf., and Mrs. Gose, died at Fort Mis- 
soula, Mont., on Aug. 28 from dysentery, aged fifteen 
months. 

Andrew Dunlap, Jr., only son of Capt. Andrew Dunlap, 
U.S.N., accidentally shot himself near Clayton, N.Y., on 
Sept. 1, while out hunting and died three hours after the 
shooting on the light house steamer Haze. He was 
eighteen years of age and had been spending a part 
of the summer with his father, who is inspector of the 
10th Lighthouse District, with headquarters at Buffalo. 
They arrived in the Haze at Government Island, oppo- 
site Thousand Island Park, Aug. 29. Young Dunlap had 
gone shooting early on the morning of Sept. 1. He had 
bagged some ducks and a couple of cranes, when a heavy 
rain began, and he pulled toward the shore, intending to 
escape it. He landed his small boat on the American 
mainland, and as he stepped ashore with his gun in hand 
he slipped and fell. e gun was discharged, and the 
shot entered his body, 220 holes being pierced in the skin. 
The boy’s groans were heard by persons in a passing 
small boat, and he was taken to the Haze. Several doc- 
tors were summoned from Thousand Island Park, but 
young Dunlap died at 1 o’clock in the afternoon. He 
remained conscious to the end. He told his father just 
how the accident happened and said that it was his own 
fault. He was in attendance at the Nicholas School, 
in Buffalo, and was preparing to enter the Naval Acad- 
emy. 

Mrs. Alice Ashmore Rogers, wife of Lieut. Comdr. 
Charles C. Rogers, U.S.N., died suddenly at her home, 
No. 1723 Riggs place, Washington, D.C. She had been 
ill for six weeks, after an attack of pleurisy at Atlantic 
City. Mrs. Rogers was the daughterof Brig. Gen. John 
G. Walker, of the Confederate a , andea descendant 
of the Baylor family, of Virginia. Funeral services were 
held in Washington, Sept. 3, and she was “buried at her 
old home in Winchester, Va.

Capt. William H. Elwood, a Civil War veteran, who 
served in Co. I, 71st Regiment, New York Volunteers, 
atiached to General Siskies’ brigade, died on) Saturday, 
night at his home in Downsville, Delaware county, N.Y., 
at the age of seventy-eight years. 

Gen. Tyree Bell died on Aug. 31 at New Orleans, La., 
at a sanitarium as the result of injuries received a week 
ago. He organized the 12th Regiment of Tennessee Vol- 
unteers during the Civil War. He was present at the 
battle of Belmont, Mo., where he assisted in defeating 
General Grant. At Shiloh he had two horses shot under 
him and was dangerously, and it was supposed fatally, 
wounded. He was in command of the Confederate forces 
at Richmond, Ky., and Perryville. He was the leading 
spirit in the capture of Fort Pillow, charging over the 
breastworks with his men. 

Mrs. Virginia A. Sturtevant, wife of Capt. G. Sturte- 
vant, 5th U.S. Inf., and daughter of Major A. P. asvitzius 
U.S.A., died at Denver, Colo., Aug. 29. , 

Mrs. Lucy Muzzy, wife of Gen. S. V. S. Muzzy, died 
on Tuesday. Sept. 2, at her home in Paterson, N.J., 
from typhoid fever, contracted at Fisher’s Island in 
July.

GEN. FREDERICK D. GRANT. 

In awarding credit to individual officers for their work 
in the Philippines simple justice requires that generous 
recognition be given to Brig. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, 
U.S8.A., for his part in winding up the campaign in the 
Island of Samar. When General Lukban, the insurgent 
commander in Samar, was captured by Brig. Gen. Jacob 
H. Smith’s forces, he was succeeded in command by Colo- 
nel Guevarra. The latter, after making a prolonged resist- 
ance, finally agreed to surrender, and General Smith con- 
sented to an armistice to enable Guevarra to get his fol- 


lowers together. During this armistice Smith 
Was summoned to Manila to testify in the court-martia: 
trial of Major Waller, of the Marine , and the com- 
mand of the 6th Separate Brigade, which included Samar, 


‘was assigned to General Grant. He arrived at Calbayog, 
in Samar, on April 19 of the present year, where lie 
learned that Guevarra, who was encamped with his men 
at Erenas, twenty miles up the Gandara River, was un- 
willing to surrender as agreed to with General Smith, 
and was evidently maneuvering to obtain better terms 
than had been promised. Thereupon General Grant im- 
mediately started for Erenas, where he arrived on April! 
20, and entered into a conferénce with the insurgent 
commander. 

General Grant, following the method so characteristic 
of his illustrious father, allowed the other fellow to do 
all the talking. Guevarra demanded entire immunity for 
himself and. his followers for past offenses, the immediate 
release of such of his men as were held prisoners by the 
American forces, and a pledge that he and his sllews 
should be cared for in the distribution of offices under 
the civil government. Guevarra intimated also that 
inasmuch as the property holders in Samar had sustained 
considerable losses during the war, a cash indemnity from 
the United States, with himself, perhaps; as disbursing 
agent, would be highly acceptable. 

Finally, after Guevarra had made a plea for further 
delay, General Grant bluntly told him that it was idle 
to discuss matters any further, and that unless the insur- 
gents surrendered immediately military operations -would 
be promptly resumed. That settled it, and on April 27 
Guevarra surrendered his command at Calbayog, consist- 
ing of 463 men, with 236 rifles, 14,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition and a large number of bolos. Addressing General 
Grant, to whom be bowed and handed his sword, Gue- 
varra said: “With this sword I surrender to you my 
entire command; every gun and man belonging to the 
insurgent forces of Samar I now surrender to the United 
States.” General Grant received the sword and presented 
Guevarra with an- American flag, saying as he did so: 

“You have yielded to the United States; you-are about 
to, take the oath of allegiance, an oath which obligates 
you to be true and faithful to that flag; henceforth it is 
your flag; you are entitled to its protection and it will 
be your sworn duty to uphold and defend it.” 

e insurgent leader took the oath of allegiance, his 
followers did the same after handing over the arms and 
cartridge belts—and the insurrection in Samar was ended. 
It is morally certain that it was General Grant’s firmness 
and his flat refusal to temporize with Guevarra that made 
this result possible. Any disposition on his part to dis- 
cuss terms and conditions would probably have led to a 
renewal of hostilities and a prolongation of the war. 
The old Grant rule of “unconditional surrender” was 
relentlessly insisted upon, and it produced the desired 
result in short order.

HUMANITY OF SMALL CALIBERS. 


in @ paper recently read by Major L. A. LaGarde, 
Medical Department, U.S.A., before the Philadelphia 
County Medical Society upon “Gunshot Wounds of 
the Knee” by the old and new caliber projectiles, th- 
humane features of the latter are strikingly shown. 
The results are summarized before and after the use uf 
antiseptie agents to prevent blood poisoning, as follows: 

Gunshot wounds of knee-joint, Civil War, 1861- 
1805, large caliber, minus antisepsis: Mortality, 53.7 
per cent.; recovery, 46.3 per cent. ; total 100 per cent. 
Fit for duty, 00.0 per cent.; unfit for duty,.100 per 
ceut.; 33 cases, by Reyher and von Bergman. — 

itusso-Turkish War, 1877-1878; large caliber, plus 
antisepsis: Mortality, 11.1 per cent.; recovery, 88.9 per 
cent.; total 100 per cent.; 62 cases. ’ 

iteport Surgeon General’s Office since 1898, various 
calibers, plus antisepsis: Mortality, 8 per cent.; re- 
covery, 92° per cent.; total, 100 per cent. Fit for duty, 
45.6 per cent.; unfit for duty, 54.4 per cent.; 19 cases. _ 

Santiago Campaign, 1898, reduced caliber, plus anti- 
sepsis: Mortality, 00.0 per cent. ; recovery, 100 per cent. ; 
total, 100 per cent.; fit for duty, 73.6 per cent.; unfit 
for duty, 26.4 per cent. , 

it is thus seen: (1) that the mortality from gunshot 
injury of the knee-joint in the Civil War was 53.7 per 
cent., and as amputation was universally done all 
those who recovered escaped with the loss of a limb 
unfit for duty; (2) that 33 cases of gunshot wounds 0 
the knee produced by the larger caliber lead bullet in 
campaign, reported by Reyher and von Bergman (this 
being the first formal attempt to use antiseptics in 
war), gave a mortality of 11.1 per cent. ; (3) that 62 
cases produced by a variety of missiles reported by the 
surgeon general since 1898, similarly treated, gave a 
mortality of 8 per cent., and that 45.6 per cent. of those 
who recovered were restored to duty; (4) that in 19 cases 
in the Santiago campaign by the reduced caliber bullet 
the mortality was nil, and that 73.6 per cent. of the 
wounded recovered fit for duty. It is thus seen that 
the humane features of the reduced-caliber bullet have 
operated not only in diminishing the mortality from 
gunshot injuries of the knee from about 8 or 11 per 
cent. to nil, but that they have increased restorations to 
duty 28 per cent., as shown by comparing the last two 
statements,

LIFE IN THE MERCHANT MARINE SERVICE. 

T. Jenkens Hains, author of “The Wind-Jammers,” 
etc. has an article in Collier’s Weekly of Aug. 16, 1902, 
on “Making Captains for the Merchant Service.” It is 
an argument urging young men seeking a career to go 
into the merchant marine service. Mr. Hains says: 
“The Isthmian canal will immensely increase shipping, 
and the profession of the navigator should not be thrown 
too hastily aside by the young man with a living to make. 
There are two ways of going to sea in these days of mod- 
ern vessels. The one most in favor with the landsman is 
enlisting in the Navy and serving the country for a term 
of years, for the honor and glory incident to a life as a 
public servant and pay at the rate of thirteen to forty-five 
dollars per month. The other is shipping in the merchant 
marine and either becoming a sailor at from eighteen to 
thirty dollars per month, or studying for advancement 
and becoming finally a master navigator capable of taking 
out any ship at a rate of pay varying from one hund 
(o four hundred dollars per month. 

“In the a the life is easy and the pay certain. 
The life is equally certain, for there is no ible chance 
for promotion, and the boy who enlists for three years 
is sure to come out at the end of that time not one step 
nearer the quarter-deck. He may become a warrant 
oficer, but such officers are as far removed from the 
wardroom or cabin as though they were a thousand miles 
away instead of a hundred feet. It may not sound pa- 
triotic, but it is good advice for young men to ‘keep clear 
of the receiving-ship.’ Until the laws in our Navy are 
so changed that a boy may advance if he shows merit, 
as in the Army, he had best keep away from the glory 
of the blue jumper and take up with the harder but. more 
resourceful life of the ‘wind-jammer.’ Here he may have 
to stand a few hard knocks, but in the end he may rise 
to command and be more or less certain of earning pay 
that no ‘blue-jacket’ can ever hope for. 

“The young graduate from Annapolis, the ensign or 
midshipman who has not yet seen service, knows little 
or nothing of the practical] handling of a ship. What he 
has learned from books is more than useless. He must go 
to sea and learn, and in the meantime the bo’sns and 
Quartermasters will look out that he does not get the ves- 
sel into trouble during the navigator’s absence from the 
bridge. He soon learns, and then combines the education 
of ‘an officer and a gentleman’ with that of the old shell- 
back who has been to sea since the days his grandfather 
wore short clothes. 

“Life aboard ship is not a horrid bugaboo, as the nurse 
of the children describes it. There is no horrid brutality 
always going on, and the days of the terrible pirates are 
over. It is a plain, peaceful existence, generally, and one 
which might well be envied by the worker ashore. 

_ “The new law which governs the food supply on sail- 
ingships is such that there is little or no danger of the 
dread disease, scurvy, breaking out on board. The ras- 
cality of owners can be met with and heavy damages 
exacted for any infringement of the rules laid down in 
the shipping articles. The hard times, which gave rise to 
the old stories of mutiny and horror with which every 
old shellback loves to thrill his watch below, cannot be 
repeated unless through some accident which delays the 
Ship beyond all reasonable time of passage. The young 
sailor sees just what he is to receive each day in the week. 
for it is printed upon the official paper with the red 
Spread-eagles at the sides, and no man dare reduce the 
Government “whack” without serious cause.

It is impos- 
sible to drive a heavily loaded vessel inst a hard sea 
or handle her safely in a hurricane un the orders of 
her officers are obeyed without question. With a neces- 
sarily small crew and few officers, discipline is much 
harder to maintain. 

“It is because he has to deal largely with this class 
that the "bucko’ mate develops on some ships. Few men 
are cruel and brutal from pure choice in the matter, 
and the inner seldom n fear for his welfare if he 
attends strictly to business and shows a proper spirit. 
He. must remember that there is no master-at-arms 
aboard the merchantman and no crowd of helpers to 
take charge of him if he transgresses, as on the man-of- 
war. He will surely ‘get it in the neck’ as the saying 
geen, if he tries any tricks on his officers, and al] the 

owling at their ‘brutality’ after he gets ashore will help 
him not the least.” 


RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


An amusing account of the Pan-American Exposition 
is “Around the Pan With Uncle Hank,” written and 
illustrated by Thomas Fleming and published by the 
Nutshell Publishing Company, New York. “Uncle 
Hank” is a typical Yankee farmer and a shrewd phil- 
osopher, and his tour of the exposition with its running 
commentary of humorous observation forms a ve 
pa picture of the varied and striking incidents an 
exhibits of a great fair. The very numerous illustra- 
tions cover a Wide range, from g ueness to more 
delicate humor, and in addition to the drawings there 
are some -excellent reproductions of views of the ex- 
position. One of the most interesting features of the 
book is its frontispiece, an excellent portrait of the late 
President McKinley, unique in its method of produc- 
tion. Mr. Fleming has drawn it with one continuous 
line, widening in a delicate spiral from a central point, 
with accentuations and deviations to give the necessary 
shading and detail. 

The valuable “Manual of Instruction in the Principles 
of Prompt Aid to the Injured” by Dr. Alvah H. Doty, 
Health Officer of the port of New York, has been issued 
in its fourth edition by D. Appleton and Company, 
New York. First issued in 1889, its present edition 
shows numerous changes made in order that it may 
conform to the latest knowledge of the various subjects 
treated. The chapter on disinfection has been re- 
written, to embody the results obtained by recent scien- 
tifie investigation in this direction. The chapters re- 
lating to wounds, hemorrhages, hygiene, poisons, etc., 
have been brought up to date and have been made as 
practical as possible. Intended for beth military and 
civil. use, this edition includes the drill regulations for 
the Hospital Corps of our Army. The object of this 
manual is to instruct those who are desirous of knowing 
what course to pursue in emergencies, in order that the 
sick or injured may be temporarily relieved, and this 
object Dr. Doty has carried out admirably in the simp 
and systematic arrangement of the subjects discussed. 
Special effort has been made so to arra the matter 
and introduce such points as will be use to the 
ambulance corps connected with the different military 
organizations. 

Gale and Polden, of London, have issued in their mil- 
itary series a- second edition of the little manual on 
“Skirmishing Made Hasy,” by Major B. Witherby, late 
adjutant, 1st Battalion Yorkshire Light Infantry, a 
useful guide to the British N. C. officer or private who 
may at any moment find himself called upon to act 
as squad leader. 








President Roosevelt's narrow escape from death in 
the shocking accident which befell his travelling party 
near Pittsfield, Mass., on Sept. 3, is a vivid reminder 
of the frightful tragedy which robbed the nation of 
its Chief Executive at Buffalo almost exactly one 
year ago. Whether the accident was due to careless- 
ness or to unavoidable causes is not yet clear, but the 
results are sufficiently dreadful to show that the pre- 
cautions which have been taken to protect the Presi- 
dent’s life during his travels are none too rigorous. 
President Roosevelt’s coolness in the presence of deadly 
peril was eminently characteristic and in keeping with 
his bearing on other scenes of danger, while his grief 
over the terrible death of his friend Mr. Craig, the 
Secret Service agent who accompanied him, pleas- 
ingly reveals the gentler side of his nature. The fol- 
lowing official despatch concerning the accident was 
sept to the surgeon general of the Navy from Lenox, 
Mass., on Sept. 3, by Surg. G. S. Lung, U.S.N., who 
was a member of the President’s party: ‘While be- 
tween Pittsfield and Lenox, at 9:30 this morning, the 
President's carriage was run into by a trolley car. The 
President and Mr. Cortleyou received slight contusions 
about the face. Injury not serious. Will continue 
journey.” 

The following are the names and stations of contract 
dental surgeons of the Army: Alexander P. Bacon, 
under orders for Fort Snelling, Minn.; William H.

If we are to accept a statement on page 64 of the 
Democratic campaign book for the Congress elections 
of 1902, it was General Miles who brought to light the 
report of Major Gardener. The Democratic campaign, 
so far as this book indicates, is to be conducted in part 
upon the issue that the Army in the Philippines was 
guilty of unwarranted cruelty, that Rear Admiral Schley 
was the victim of a Republican conspiracy, that Rebecca 
Taylor, the clerk who was dismissed from the War 
Department for newspaper attacks upon the President, 
was the victim of gross oppression, and that the Govern- 
ment has instituted a policy of imperialism and tyranny 
against the Filipino people. 








Whenever and wherever our forts engage in artillery 
practice there appears to be somewhere in their neigh- 
borhood an alarmist idiot who fills the local paper with 
stories of the dangers to which innocent citizens and 
unoffending vessels are subjected by reckless artillerymen. 
One of the latest and most flagrant illustratiofs of this 
fact is found in the New London, Conn., Telegraph of 
Sunday, Aug. 31. It contains a soul-harrowing report 
of the dangers to which passers-by were subjected during 
the practice at the forts off New London preliminary to 
the opening of the joint maneuvers. As the editor of the 
ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL was present in one of the forts 
at the time, we can testify that the story appearing in the 
Telegraph is not only untrue, but does not bear even a re- 
mote resemblance to the truth. The simple fact is this: 
The target, a pyramid-shaped float of wood covered with 
canvas, was connected with an old schooner by a line one 
hundred yards long. Midway between the float and the 
schooner was a white flag, at which the shots were directed. 
The schooner was attached by a tow line three hundred 
yards long to a little steamer which drew the target along 
the line of fire. As no one was on the schooner, the men 
on the steamer, were nearer than any one else to the 
flag fired at, and over one thousand feet away. The 
practice was so excellent that not even the schooner was 
in danger, and had it been hit the total loss would have 
been $200, and this would have fallen upon the Govern- 
ment. It is possible that this empty schooner may have 
been mistaken by the writer in the Telegraph for a private 
vessel toward which the artillerymen directed their shdts. 
Upon this slender basis, if it have even this much founda- 
tion, has been constructed a weird story of “lunatic” 
soldiers wickedly and purposely endangering the lives of 
unoffending citizens. The Telegraph story, as we can tes- 
tify, is false in whole and in detail, and is a slander upon 
our Artillery officers, such as no paper having regard for 
truth should be guilty of, and it could have easily ascer- 
tained the facts by inquiry in the proper quarter. It is 
quite possible that some of the “reliable” citizens whose 
statements are quoted in the article in the paper referred 
to have honestly reported what they thought they saw. 
but even the most accurate and temperate observer goes 
far astray in locating a projectile flying through the air, 
whether it be a-meteor or a 12-inch projectile from a mod- 
ern gun. It should be noted, too, that the practice in our 
forts previous to opening the battle with the Navy was 
with reduced charges, so that the projectile had only a 
pertion of its full power. We :ust week noted the fact 
that the mortars in our forts had en put out of action at 
the outer zone because of the vreaking in some instances 
of the racer or the upper member of the table on which 
the mortar turns. So long as ranges were limited to 
ten thousand yards there was no trouble with the racers, 
and most of them have been able to stand the strain of the 
increase to 12,500 yards. As only three of them broke 
during the practice firing of last week, it is evident that 
they were very nearly equal to the unintentioned strain 
brought upon them. As soon as it was discovered that 
they were uncertain, Col. J. G. Butler, U.S.A., who has 
charge of the ordnance district in which the breakages oc- 
curred, took measures to remedy the defect by substituting 
cast steel for cast iron in the racers. The first of these has 
been tried and is found to have an ample factor of safety. 
as it is two and one-half times as strong as the cast 
iron. To put the new racer on the gun table will add 
three or four per cent. to the total cost of the battery— 
guns, carriages and emplacements; the increase in range 
from 10,000 to 12,500 yards which necessitates this ex- 
penditure has added twenty-five per cent. to the effect of 
the gun. The Artillery owes much to Colonel ‘Butler 
for the promptness and energy with which, as the officer 
in command of the Ordnance district in which the ma- 
neuvers occurred, he has met every demand upon him. He 
has accomplished an amount of work, and of intelligent 
work, only possible to an officer of his experience as 
well as sound judgment. 
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WORK OF THE ARMY AND NAVY STAFF. 

We seriously doubt if there are many officers of either 
the Army or the Navy who are not prominently identified 
with the jpint- maneuvers which have been in progress 
during the week who realize the immense amount of 
preparatory work done by the staff departments - of 
the Army and bureaus of the Navy Department. For 
several months past the Army especially) has~ Been 
getting ready for these maneuvers, aid “fie dltiefs 
of the Ordnance, Quartermaster’s and Commissary De- 
partments amd the chiefs of the Engineer and Signa! 
Corps have been worked nearly as hard:as»was the case 
during the weeks just prior to the Spanish-war. Very 
naturally, awe think, considering the character of the 
maneuvers, the chief of Artillery of the Army has done 
as much as any one in preparing the fortifications for 
the mimic war just, completed with so much: credit to 
both Services. The idea of the war game originated 
in Colonel Randolph's office, and it was upon his recom- 
mendation that the affair was taken up by. Secretary 
Root, and the Navy asked to co-operate. Since the day 
that the Navy accepted, both Colonel Randolph and his 
very able assistant, Captain Chamberlaine, have been 
doing their utmost to get the Artillery into condition for 
the game; emd; we think, their efforts have been crowned 
with complete success. ‘ 

It was at first feared that the Ordnance Department 
would not have the ordnance on hand at the various 
forts assigned to take part in the maneuvers in time for 
the game: The Artillery was putting those guns already 
emplaeed im excellent condition, but it was requisite 
that others be mounted and that ammunition of the 
proper-kind. and in large quantities be distributed to the 
forts, as would be the case in time of actual war when 
an attack upon that part of the coast might be momen- 
tarily anticipated from an hostile fleet. It is no secret 
to the Army that the Ordnance Department has, until 
quite recently, been woefully behind in its work, and 
hence the fear that this branch of the Service might not 
be prepared for the war game in Long Island Sound. 
General Crozier, however, thought otherwise, and issued 
orders to the various ammunition factories and gun 
plants that brought immediate response, and, instead of 
being behind with its part of the work, the Ordnance 
Department was early prepared to do its important 
part in preventing an hostile fleet from entering Long 
Island Sound, General Crozier having had the able assist- 
auce of Col. J. G. Butler, who has charge of the 
ordnance district in which the maneuvers occurred. 

Much work also fell upon the chief of Engineers and 
the officers of his department. This was satisfactorily 
accomplished within the time limit. But probably the 
greatest work done by any department of the Army was 
aecomplished by the Signal Corps. One of the principal 
objects in the maneuvers is to test in the most com- 
plete manner the methods of this Corps to advise the 
forts of the approach of an enemy. Telephone and tele- 
graph lines had to be constructed from the look-out sia- 
tions, connecting all the forts taking part in the ma- 
neuvers; signal stations had to be established at all the 
points. of vantage, automobiles were stat:oned at many 
of these stations in order to transport the Signal Corps 
men from danger, with their equipment, in case they 
were threatened with capture, and the famous war 
balloon had to be prepared and placed at the best point 
for its use. All of this work, except that of establishing 
the balloon, was accomplished with the greatest rapidity 
and without one serious mishap. The Quartermaster’s 
Department also came in for its share of the work, and 
furnished the Army with small boats for the transporta- 
tion or supplies and equipments and the men with all 
the mecessary clothing. In fact, the mimic war has not 
only been a severe test upon the troops in the field 
and the equipment, but it has also tested many of the 
War Department staff bureaus and the new organization 
of the staff, with the most excellent results. The Medical 
Department came in for its share of the labor and did its 
work with its usual efficiency. Everything has woi:xed 
smoothly and has conclusively shown that in case of 
another war suddenly falling upon this country the War 
Department has learned well the many lessons taught it 
hy the Spanish war, when, and particularly at the begin- 
ning, its work was marked by confusion. There is now 
probably no country in the world that can boast of as 
etticient and well organized a Department of War as we 
can under the present excellent conditions. The ma- 
neuvers have certainly tested the strength of our or- 
eanization as it exists in Washington as well as show- 
ing the great strength of our coast fortifications and 
their modern equipment. Where now is the hysterical 
try of a few weeks ago that our fortifications were 
inefficient and weak? 

In the Navy Department there was not very much 
dune. in connection with the maneuvers outside of the 
Rureau of Navigation. Nearly everything was left to 
tear Admiral Higginson, who got his fleet into con- 
dition for the battle and made his plans for the attack. 
“he Bureau of Equipment saw to the matter of coal for 
the squadron and the Ordnance Bureau furnished the 
ships with blank cartridges and the necessary sub-caliber 
tubes. No one seriously doubts the efficiency of the or- 
ganization of the Navy Department; and the little work 
‘lone by the bureaus once again demonstrated that affairs 
there proceed with clock-like regularity and precision. 

Immediately upon the conclusion of the joint Army 
and Navy maneuvers the Signa] Corps men engaged will 
be ordered to Fort Riley, Kans., to participate in the 
Army war game to take place there from Sept. 26 to 
Oct. 8. This force will be divided between the men who 
Will constitute the army of defense and the enemy, and 


after the conclusion of the maneuvers as many men of the 
cerps.as can be made available will be sent direct to the 
Philippines. ‘A large majority~of*the Signal Corps force 
ihat has assisted General MacArthur in the defense of 
Long Island Sound was to have gone to the PFailippines 
some time ago,-but- they were held fer the maneuvers. 
According to advices received at the War Department 
the need for Signal Corps men in the Philippines is ex- 
tremely great at the present time. With the withdrawal 
of the troops the duties of the Signal Corps men seem to 
increase rather than diminish. Nor are the officers and 
men of the Signal Corps in the Philippines relieved after 
serving a certain period as is the case with all other 
branches cf the Service. Men attached to the Signal 
Corps who are ordered to the islands remain on duty 
there indefinitely until] they are ordered home.

It is the intention of the Government eventually to 
establish a permanent military base at Culebra Island 
in the West Indies. The naval maneuvers which have 
been planned for this winter to take place in the vicinity 
of Culebra are to be essentially tieet maneuvers, with 
target practice for individual ships detached from the 
squadron for that purpose. One of the primary pur- 
poses of these maneuvers is to ascertain the value, 
from a naval viewpoint, of the island as a base for 
operations in the Caribbean Sea. Some time in the 
next few years Culebra is to be defended by the Army, 
and heavy Army guns will be mounted there. In fact, 
Culebra is to form a part of the line of defenses intended 
to be formed in the West Indian possessions of this 
country. If the United States finally acquire the present 
Danish West Indies they also will be fortified. The many 
political disturbances shaking the foundations of powers 
of Central and South America make it imperative that 
this country have a strong defensive position in the 
Caribbean. This is also necessary in order to uphold 
the Monroe Doctrine. It is the intention of the Navy 
Department, immediately after the conclusion of the 
joint maneuvers, to place nearly every vessel in commis- 
sion which was engaged under Admiral Higginson in dry 
dock preparatory te the long winter cruise and the naval 
maneuvers at Culebra Island. Some of the vessels will 
be docked at the New York Navy Yard, and others will 
be sent to the New Orleans Navy Yard for docking. 
Their bottoms will be cleaned and painted and the neces- 
sary repairs will be made upon the interior of the ves- 
sels. The Bureau of Yards and Docks of the Navy De- 
partment will advertise for bids for the. construction 
of the dry dock to be built at the navy yard at New 
York some time in the not distant future. As soon as 
the contract is awarded work will be begun immediately. 
The Bureau of Yards and Docks is also preparing plans 
and specifications, for the new steel dry dock authorized 
in’ the fast navi \igptopriation act, which is to be built 
for the CaVité naval station at a cost not to exceed 
$1,225,000. In a few years the Navy will be well pro- 
vided with dry docks. There are now in the course of 
censtruction dry docks at the Portsmouth, Boston, League 
Island and Mare Island navy yards, and others, as stated 
above, are to be built. 
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Considerable surprise was shown at the Navy De- 
partment this week over the amount of criticism appear- 
ing in the daily press on the visit of Assistant Secretary 
of War Sanger and a party to Rear Admiral Higginson 
aboard the Kearsarge at Newport on Aug. 30. We have 
the best of authority for saying that the Duchess of 
Marlborough was not aboard the flagship at any time 
and was not entertained afloat in any manner by the offi- 
cers of the Navy. No reason, however, can be seen for any 
criticism even if such was the case, as actual “hostilities’’ 
had not beguu at the time. There is no intention on the 
part of the Acting Secretary of the Navy to call upon 
Admiral Khigginson for an explanation of the alleged 
eccurrence, for it is held that, if the entertainment was 
had, the admiral] acted well within his right. As to the 
matter of saluting the Assistant Secretary of War, we 
do not understand that there is any positive prohibition 
of the firing of salutes on Sunday, and it is, indeed, 
positiveiy provided by Naval Regulations that they 
shall be fired when international courtesy requires. The 
Army Pegulations, with which the Acting Secretary of 
Way may be supposed to be most familiar, provide, Art. 
464, that “salutes will be fired between sunrise and sunset 
only, and, as a rule, not on a Sunday.” It would be an 
impertinence on the part of a civilian officer of the Gov- 
ernment representing the War Department to instruct 
a rear admiral of the Navy as to his duty in such a mat- 
ter. Perhaps the Navy might have escaped criticism 
had it shown more consideration and tact in dealing with 
the press. Navy officers might at least treat with ordi- 
nary courtesy polite letters of inquiry, and they would 
find it to their advantage to do so,

The manager had accepted the unpaid service of a party

One man was to fall here and another there as the firing 
proceeded until victory was finally to perch on one of the 
hostile banners. To the consternation of the manager, 
as soon as the first shot was fired all of the soldiers of 
both armies fell instantly dead upon the field of battle. 

The experiences in our joint maneuvers have not been 
quite so deadly as the battle of New Haven, but they 
certainly resemble them. At the close of the joint ma- 
neuvers at.rcon of Saturday of this week, Sept. 6, we 
are not likely to have either forts in action or ships 
afloat. The vessels of Admiral Higginson’s fleet, ac- 
cording to Army accounts, have been destroyed or dis- 
abled, some of them several times. They were blown up 
by torpedoes, either automatic or under control, and in 
oue case, ir. ninety feet of water, they have knocked ugly 
holes in their bottoms by running into ghostly wrecks 

ring in pais th or they have been put out of commis- 
sion by the effectiveness of artillery fire. “ 

If we accept Navy accounts, on the other hand, we 
aust assume that few guns were left in commission 
the fleet had finished pounding at,the forts. Their search- 
lights were put out, their fire control stations. reduced 
to wrecks, and the guns rendered of -no more value than 
so much old iron. They t within the zone of the 
Army mortar fire and in a angle, safe ee ow 
having no all-round fire, visited the forts with au 
deadly hail of missiles from their rapid-fire guns. that 
the most urgent demand in the fort was for the imme- 
diate dedication of a post cemetery. e 

As unprejudiced observers we must decline to side with 
either party to this dispute. We have not been chosen 
among the umpires and have too sincere a sympathy for 
the perplexities of these unhappy gentlemen to wish to 
add to them. If the Navy has a preponderance of one in 
the Board of Arbitration, this is due to the fact that 
Gen. Henry L. Abbot, of the Army, refusnd to serve be- 
cause of press of business, and Admiral Luce was chosen 
in his place. As Gen. Winfield 8. Hancock once said 
«” the disputes following our Civil War, “the war is over, 
but the fighting has just begun.” 

The question as to who is to receive the Jaurel wreath 
of victory in this mimic war is fortunately of second- 
ary importance. The advantages gained are fairly dis- 
tributed between the two parties to the contest, and in 
their sum total they have added that much toe the worth 
of the country in experience which may at any time be 
required for use in a national emergency. We think that 
on the whole our Artillery Service has gained the most 
from this week of conflict. War came upon it in a state 
of transition. The artillerymen, officers, as well as men, 
were to a very considerable extent untrained in their 
duties, and even those of the lo t service needed ~ 
cisely the experience they have m getting in dealing 
with the new conditions they are cal n to meet. 
Had their wishes been consulted, they would have waited 
at least another year before trying conclusions with the 
Navy, for, as it has papennet, the forts subjected to the 
severest tests were only partially completed and there 
has been mounting in hot haste to put them in even a 
passable condition for defense. They are as yet mere 
camps upon barren islands, without comforts and con- 
veniences. Fort Mansfield and Fort Rodman, a sub-post 
of Fort Greble, were in the hands of a constructing 
quartermaster, one_parrecoss by 36 enlisted men and 

‘ort Wetherill is a sub-post of Fort 
Adams, with a regular garrison of only 20 enlisted men, 
and the regular garrison of Fort Michie is 83 enlisted 
men. Our Artillery officers, the Engineers and the Ord- 
nance, have had to do the best t could under the re- 
strictions of inadequate time and insufficient Ca 
tions, and what. they have accomplished u these 
adverse circumstances is greatly to their credit. 

Thé Navy has had its difficulties, but what they have 
been we cannot so well say until they return from sea 
and we learn something more reliable and more in detail 
concerning their experiences. 


THE WORK OF PREPARATION. 


As already stated, the two days preceding the actual 
declaration of war were devoted to preparation. The 
umpires and observers assigned to the Navy were dis- 
tributed as follows:

The commanding officers of all the ships plotted on 
their charts the exact size of the zones of fire from the 
fortifications at Newport, Plum Island, Gull Island and 
other points. ] 

Meanwhile the Army engineers were busied in laping 
submarine mimes, and the Ordnance in supplying bilan 
ammunition, fittings for gears, cables for signalling, etc., 
etc., and the Signal Service men were setting up the 
electrical appliances at the forts or testing their efficiency. 
The headquarters of the Army commander, Major Gen- 
eral MacArthur, and the chief-of-staff corps were not 
in the saddle, but on board of little steamers, which plied 
to and fro between the shore and the forts. General 
Greely had provided a number of automobiles, which were 
found. very useful for land transportation. In spite of 
the short time allowed them, the Kngineers, under direc- 
tions of General Gillespie, succeeded in wage eg a 
very complete system of mine defense. They also fur- 
nished the umpires on board of the war vessels with a 
list of channels supposed to be bi by sunken hulks 
which made them taboo. On land, from Fort Rodman, at 
New Bectord, to fort Mansfield, off Montauk Point, 
every fort'tication was manned by artillerymen, and every 
headland was pattolled by signal men just as carefully as 
if a really hostile fleet were about to descend upon this 
part of the coast. Ammunition was arranged so as to be 
as handy as possible to the guns, the 12-inch mortars 
were altered to facilitate electric firing, sub-caliber tubes 
were placed in the bores of the large guns, searchlights 
were placed in advantageous positions, the os 
and the other means of comunication put in order. ore 
telegraph stations were established and rockets provided 
fot night signatling. One of the new contrivances was 
a new signal rocket, which, on exploding, throws out a 
parachute carrying for some time a series of lights of 
different colors, which may be adju&ted by the operator 
so as to burn in any desired sequence, giving permuta- 
tions due to five elements, that is 120. The addition of a 
sixth light would give 600 permutations, or make a single 
rocket capable of responding to that number of messages 
of a code. These rockets were first inverted during the 
Spanish war. but were not at first satisfactory. They 
have been since improved, but their reliability has not 
been sufficiently proven to admit of their adoption for 
the Signal Service. Two balloons were sent to Point 
vadith, but they went astray on the railroad and arrived 
too late to be properly tested. 

Saturday and Sunday, Aug. 30 and 31, were in part 

devoted to target practice at the forts, and excellent 
practice it was, the guns as a whole responding accu- 
rately to the indications of the position finders and the 
computed range tables. The accuracy of the mortar 
firing was especially remarkable. The mortars were fired 
at intervals of ten seconds, and four shells were in the air 
before any of them were seen to strike. A description of 
the targets will be found in another article. t Fort 
Wetherill -were the 15-pounder Driggs-Seabury guns. 
Japt. E. L. Zalinski in an article in the Herald says: 
“Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, accom- 
panied by Major MacNutt, of the Ordnance Department, 
closely observed the trials as the guns were mounted 
on new carriages furnished by the Driggs-Seabury Com- 
pany, and which do not appear to have been crucially 
tested. The firing developed the fact that some parts of 
the carriages were not sufficiently stiff. This prevented 
at times the proper functioning of the guns. A trial 
of some Driggs-Seabury rapid-fire 6-pounders tken fol- 
lowed. These are of the movable armament and are on 
field carvieges, having shields. Attempts were made to 
anchor them by anchors sunk in the ground and attached 
to the carriages. This was to reduce the amount of 
movement of the carriage when firing. While it was 
successful to some extent, it cannot be said that the 
method conmmends itself for practical use. Some of the 
ammunition furnished for these guns was found defective. 
The firing was at moving targets at various ranges up 
to 3,000 yards and was in the main effective as to accu- 
racy,” 

On Saturday night a party of officers went out with 
General Gillespie on the lighthouse steamer to observe 
the working of the searchlights, and General MacArthur 
had an opportunity of observing them, whem he came in 
that night from Newport. A _ wireless telegraph system 
had been established between Fort Adams and the main- 
land and also with the forts on Canonicut Island and 
Dutch Island, Fort Wetherill on the former and Fort 
Greble on the latter. 


OPENING OF THE WAR. 


Admiral Higginson issued an order dividing his fleet 
into two squadrens, as follows: First, or armorclad 
squadron, under Admiral Higginson’s immediate com- 
mand-—Battleships Kearsarge (flagship), Indiana, Mas- 
sachusetts and Alabama; auxiliary cruiser Panther, sec- 
end-class auxiliary cruiser Supply and gunboat Scorpion, 
with the tugs Nina and Leyden as tenders. 

Secend, or cruiser squadron—aArmored cruiser Brooklyn 
(flagship of Rear admiral Coghlan, in command), pro- 
tected cruiser Olympia, monitor Puritan, unprotected 
cruisers Montgomery and Mayflower and gunboats Glou- 
cester, Aileen and Peoria. 

His plan of operations so far as it has been developed 
ap}ears to have been to establish first a base on Block 
Island and then attack the forts guarding the entrance 
to Leong Island Soune, taking them one at a time, first 
Terry, then Michie, Wright and Mansfield, and then 

essing himself of Montauk Point on the east end of 
song Island. His other operations appear to be a carry- 
ing out of paragraph 4 of the instructions for the ma- 
neuvers as follows: “It is desirable that attacks or 
feints should be made all along the line so as to test the 
efficiency of each part of the line, rather than to have one 
main attack upon some prominent point, thereby allowing 
enthusiasm and interest at other places to wane by a feel- 
ing of fancied security.” It is also provided that the 
attacks by the fleet “should embrace a day attack and a 
nigi:t attack, and, if possible, a bombardment and a forec- 
ing of a passage.”” These two extracts from the instruc- 
tions under which he is acting may serve to explain some 
of the admiral’s movements. 

In taking possession of Block Island, Admiral Hig- 
ginson captured the Army signal station there, but the 
signal men had taken the precaution to cache another 
outfit, so that they were able to keep up communication 
with General MacArthur. At Gay Head Admiral Hig- 
ginson went ashore with one of his officers and visited a 
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signa] station, where he was recognized. An officer from 
General MacArthur's headquarters subsequently visited 
the flagship under-a flag-of truce,.and, knowing that this 
station had been located, spoke of it to the officer who 
accompanied the sdiiral. “What,” replied ‘the naval 
officer with -wellaffected , “have you a signal 
station on Gay Head?’ ‘‘Xes,” the Army 
man, “it is the one you visited with the admiral,” a re- 
mark which greatly amused Admiral Higginson. 


Communication with the shore was terminated at mid- 
night, Aug. 31, and the neval -offieers cut off from the 
social enjoyments they had had up to.that time. Stern 
war was upon them, and.each man sought his pest. The 
fleet set sail that night from its rendezvous in Menemsha 
Bight, off Martha’s Vimeyard, and the next day, Monday, 
teok possession of Block mney nee es of which 
was thus announced by General ur: 

“Result of operations to 10 o’clock to-night is the less 
of telegraph station on Block Island, which was not de- 
fended, under the rules, netwithstanding which flag sig- 
nalling was resumed with good results from secreted 
station. ‘Wood’s Hole telegraph station was destroyed 
and out of operation for ‘twelve hours. ‘fhis ‘was no 
material loss, as movements of vessels of fleet in that 
vicinity were reported promptly from other stations.

With what the sailorman calls “a smoky sou’wester,” 
darkness clised dcwn ‘that night on the fleet of sixteen 
warships anchored off the new harbor at Bleck Island. 
There was no moon and the stars were obscured by the 
haze that envel the island, making it difficult to see 
more than a mile. Just before dark the gunboats Scor- 
pion and Peoria and the tugs Nina and Leyden were 
sent into the harbor to anchor for the night near tne 
collier-Lebanon, It was. learned later that the Scorpion, 
sent on.a scouting expedition early in the day, had: been 
disabled off Gardiner’s Island by running afoul of an 
imaginary derelict and had been ordered to lay to for 
repairs. 

ights were extinguished. later, and soon after 7 o’cloek 
the cruiser Montgomery and the gunboat Mayflower 
stole quietly away to sea, followed an hour later by 
the cruiser Brooklyn and the battleship Massachusetts. 
These two were preceded by the gunboat Aileen, which 
went along to buoy a dangerous obstruction near Cer- 
berus Shoal. The other vessels waited until 2 A.M., 
when the sky became overcast and it began to rain. 
Availing themselves of the opportunity, the Kearsarge, 
the Alabama, the Indiana and the Puritan, stole out in 
the darkness to join the other vessels. The result as 
seen from the Army point of view is described in the 
despatch which foilows : 
“Adjutant General, War Department: 

“Hostilities began at midnight last night. First scout 
of the enemy sighted east of Point Judith at 12:25 A.M. 
Fleet of seven vessels: stood in and headed east in column 
formation at 4:20 A.M. Brooklyn and Indiana bom- 
barded Block Island and collier entered harbor there at 
6:15 A.M. Brooktyn landed troops, presumably to scout 
for and capture signal stations there. 

“Beacon Hill station on Bleck Island captured at 8 
A.M. by landing party. All escaped except two. Fleet 
has established base at Block Island. Wood’s Hole signal 
station destroyed by Olympia at 9:20 A.M. 

“Above is result of operation of enemy’s fleet up to 
noon to-day. Will wire you daily at noon result of pre- 
ceding twenty-four hours’ operations. Posts in both dis- 
tricts are properly manned and all in excellent condition 
or preparedness. and ready for any emergency. 

“Mine fields all in operation. Services perfect -and 
working admirably, including wireless telegraphy. All 
Movements of enemy’s fleet under complete observation 
and promptly reported since beginning of hostilities. 

“MacArTuur, Major General Commanding.” 


_ There was a lively attack on Fort Terry from both 
sides of the island early Tuesday morning, followed by 
— ye vicious attacks on the other forts as here de- 
scribed. 


“New London, Sept. 3, 1902. 
“Adjutant General, War Department: 

“Enemy’s fleet itfactive yesterday, after returning to 
base as indieated in my last telegram. Movement and 
location of all ships reported hourly. 

“At half-past five this morni the Alabama, the 
Kearsarge, the Massachusetts oa the Indiana were 
sighted moving on Fort Wright at 6,500 yards. At 
once engaged by all guns, Michie assisting. The ships 
passed through Race along entire front, and returned 
same route in single column, within 3,000 yards of 
fort, under concentrated and well-sustained fire of all 
large and small caliber and rapid-fire guns at Wright, 
and 12-inch battery at Michie. 

“Fire commander at Wright claims all ships were 
put out of action; Michie claims at least one ship out. 
At twenty minutes past seven A.M. the Puritan, the 
Brooklyn and two unidentified ships were sighted in 
Buzzard’s Bay in vicinity of Rodman. 

“The action of Fort Wright was as fine a practical 
exemplification of the art of war as is possible in a 
peace measure. Pretty nearly every measure of realism 
was present excepting the tragedy, the moulding effect 
of which in real war, of course determines all final 
results. In this instance, the naval tactical conception 
was bold and the execution brilliant, and if undertaken 
in actual operations would have to be classified as an 
example of splendid audacity or reckless temerity, ac- 
cording to results. 

“The artillery defense was all that possiblv could be 
desired. All that the armament was capable of was 
developed to the limit of possipility. The service of the 
guns and the fire-control system, without being abso- 
lutely perfect, enabled fire commanders to direct ‘an 
overwhelming fire on designated ships, the useful effect 
of which, if delivered from shotted guns, it would be 
difficult to overestimate. 

“The whole action was replete with suggestive inci- 
dents, which will be described later in extensive 
memoirs, and which will undoubtedly insure permanent 
results commensurate with the importance and extent 
of the operations.

“Fort Trumbull, 10 A.M., Sept. 8. 

“At 5:10 A.M., the Alabama, Kearsarge. iieentanastes 
and Indiana were ae moving to Fort Wright at 
6.500 yards range and were at once engaged by all guns 
at fort, assisted by Fort Michie, the fire commander of 
which fort later claimed putting the Kearsage and 
Indiana out of action. 

“The ships continued to approach Wright, got well 
within the lowest range at which the mortars can be 
used, being subjected to murderous fire of all big caliber 
rapid-fire and small caliber guns. 

“The fleet passed along the front of the forts. They 
fell in column rounding in to Fisher’s Island Sound to 
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take. batteries iu reverse. At‘6:40 A.M., the fire com- 
mander at Fort Wright claims destruction of all four 
battleships, which ‘had been continuously under fire of 
the-fort sinee 5:13 A.-M. ‘The fleet was then- 

in ccolumm southward in direc.ion of base. It was re- 
ported just north of Block Island. At 7:30 and 9:25 
A.M. the four battleships are reported off New Harbor.” 


THE THIRD DAY OF WAR. 


(Phe happetiings-of the third day of .war are recorded 

in.the following official despatches: 
ess Wright, Sept. 4, 1902. 
“Adjutant General, Dept. st: 

“Yesterday afternoon and night four large vessels of 
the fleet were anchored south of this post at a range 
greater than could be reached by the guns or mortars. 
The fleet was picked up about 3:15 A.M. this morning, 
apparently at amchor. About 4:50 A.M. the*fleet moved 
out to northeast and turned westward, coming along 
south of ;Fisher’s Island and well in toward shore, their 
masts and fighting tops being plainly seen through the 
“saddle,” or gap, north of Mount Prospect.. At 5 A.M, 
the mortar battery was ordered to fire at leading ship 
and fired the first shot at 5:15 A.M., at a range of 
6,500 yards. 7 

“The mortars fired twenty-four shots at the leading 
vessels between 6,500 yards and 3,590 yards, which 
latter range was the accurate range of vessel as she 
rounded Mount Prospect, and was not the range for 
which mortars were actually laid, subtraction being 
made for prediction of time of flight. ; 

“All batteries were ordered to fire at leading vessel, 
Kearsage, as soon as she rounded the point and to con- 
tinue firimg until ordered to change target. At 5:24 
the first or leading ship, Kearsarge, was declared ont of 
action; the second, Massachusetis, at 5:33, the third, 
Alabama, at 5:37, and the fourth, Indiana, at 5:40. 
The assistant fire commander was on duty at the time 
and ‘stood with table of points in hand to ehange the 
target as each ship was clearly shown to have received 
more than the required 1,000 points. The —— were 
inside the first zone of mortars soon after rounding the 
point and the’ battery was ordered to leave the ‘first 
ship and fire at the last, which was still within the 
mortar zone. i 

“The 10-inch battery’s fire was limited by the 12-inch 
battery for the first part of the engagement, ‘but the 
6-inch and 12-inch batteries fired at each ship as she 
passed Mount Prosnect. All ships were elearly put 
out of aetion by gunfire long before reaching the Race. 

On passing through the Race they turned to the east- 
ward into the north channel out of the field of fire of 
the breecn-loading guns and well within the minimum 
zone of mortar fire. Here they seemed to reduce 
speed and turned about to port as if to prepare for 
sending off a landing party, which had been foreseen 
and provided: for, but no landing was attempted and all 
the vessels, in single column, sailed back over the same 
course, firing as they repassed the batteries of the fort, 
all guns of the batteries returning the fire on all the 
vessels, thus more than doubly insuring their being put 
out of action. 

“The range of vessels. between 3,000 and 4,000 yards 
was admirable for the success of defense, and the speed 
was very moderate. With only fair accuracv, at_ least 
85 per cent. of all breech-loading rifle and -fire 
shots should have hit without the use of rangefinders,

It is needless to say ‘that the Army view is not the 
Navy view, and Admiral Higginson is understood to 
claim that he accomplished all that he set out to do, 
which was to reduce Forts Terry and Michie and silence 
the guns on Gardiner’s Point, guarding a mine 
The report from Fort Mansfield, on Gardiner’s Point, 
is that on.Monday night they picked up two suspicious 
vessels, at 10:15, and two others at 10:26, but did not 
fire on them as they were not within their field. The 
next morning they saw several naval vessels over’ the 
mines, and telegraphed that they had been put out of 
action by the to oes. They sighted them at 4:10 
A.M. at 2,500 yards, moving eastward, and fired at them 
from 4:17%4 A.M. to 4:29 These were vessels 
moving to the attack of Fort Terry. 

Speaking of that engagement, Capt. E. H. Manney, 
commander of the Massachusetts, said: “We have si- 
lenced everything save the mortars, and we can hardly 
expect to do that.” To this Captain Simonds, the um- 
pire of the Massachusetts, added: “Of course, I cannot 
speak definitely, but it seems to me it has been an entire 
success for the Navy. The Army is weak in the use of 
searchlights, and at no time to-night have they had us 
picked up for a certainty.” Other officers took practi- 
cally the same view. It is quite evident, they inted 
out, that the land batteries were doubly surprised ; first, 
by the fact that the attacking ships numbered but two, 
and, secend, that these two came by a channel that has 
never before been used by battleships. Captain Manney 
a year or more ago, demonstrated that the difficulties of 
Hell Gate were no defense against a hostile fleet; he has 
now shown that the southern passage between Plum 
Island and Fisher's Island is not at all impossible. 

The Army reports that the fleet was sighted at a range 
of about six thousand yards. At this distance the con- 
eentrated searchlights disclosed the attacking force per- 
fectly, and the great battleships resembled a phantom 
fleet as they stood out in the dazzling light. Instantly 
the batteries began their work. The great mortars, the 
chief reliance of the Army here, volleyed forth fourteen 
salvos. The life of a ship, according to the rules of the 
game, is only four salvos, so some of the boats must 
have peristica there. The other guns were equally busy. 

It is claimed the ships lying in what is known as the

Briefly, then, the Army claims to have destroyed the 
acacking force. It discovered it at a range of about 
three miles, and it had over twenty minutes of effective 
firing in both attacks, and it had mines that the fleet 
knew nothing of, which exploded under the hulls of the 
best ships in the fleet. 

The Navy claims that the entire attacking fleet of six 
veasels succeeded in passing to within a mile of the most 
powerful searchlights, and well within the zone of fire 
from the shore batteries without being discovered ‘or 
fired upon. According to the Army, however, they were 
really in the pesition of the man who had his head cut off 
so slickly that he did not know it until he tried to spit. 

During the maneuver firing at Fort H. G. Wright, 
N.Y., on the morning of Sept. 2, Edward Roy an en- 
listed man of the 2d Company, U.S. Coast Artillery, 
wes killed and three of his comrades, Hiarry A. Davis, 
George Barcorn and Samuel Clevenger, were seriously 
injured, by the premature explosion of «a 30-pound 
charge of powder in a 12-inch gun. After about twenty 
shots had been fired the gun became overheated. and 
when the next charge was inserted it exploded be 
fore the breech could be closed. The breechblock 
flew back, striking Roy with terrific force, mangling him 
frightfully, his head and the upper part of his body 
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being torn-to pieces. The other three men were severely 
burn The accident will be officially investi ated.

“Fort Rodman was attacked at 8 A.M. yesterday by 
Brooklyn, Olympia, Puritan, Mayflower, Montgomery, 
and Aileen.

Landing party attempted 
and repulsed. Said ships remained in vicinity of Fort 
Rodman all day. Battleships returned to Block Island 
after attack on Fort Wright, where they penaieed until 
early this morning, when they were re ff Nar- 
ragansett Pier, about four miles out at sea. Three of 
the enemy’s fleet bombarded Montauk Point and landed 
marines about nine o’clock this morning to capture 
signal station there. All movements of enemy’s ship 
promptly reported and his movements covered during 
past twenty-four hours.

“Barry Chief of Staff: 

Fort Rodman attacked 8 A.M .by Brooklyn, Olympia, 
Puri.an, Mayflower and Montgomery, Aileen and two 
tugs.

Gloucester attempted to land a 
party, which was repulsed by small arm and machine 
tire. Puritan brought to stand by supposititious hulk 
sunk in channel and was under heavy fire at 150 yards’ 
range. HASBROUCK.” 

\dmiral Coghlan reports as follows: 

The attack of Admiral Coghlan on Fort Rodman was 
a fine piece of work. The Puritan led with the Peoria 
and Leyden off her bows for the purpose of picking up 
such mines as might have been planted, a precaution 
neglected by Admiral Higginson in his fight at Fort 
Wright. The Olympia followed the «uritan, which in 
turn’ was followed by the Brooklyn. Outside this line, 
close by the west shore, were the Montgomery, Aileen, 
Mayflower and Gloucester, hugging the land and keep- 
ing well out of the field of fire from Fort Rodman. 

Firing began at 11,000 yards, the Puritan leading off. 
The ranges rapidly decreased then, until at 6,200 
yards the ships came abreast of the fort. At 11:43, 
while 2,700 yards from Fort Rodman, and firin'g heavily, 
the Brooklyn suddenly slowed down and began to back 
at full speed, being followed in this maneuver by the 
Olympia and Puritan. This held them abreast of the 
fort and served all the purposes of a loop which cou!d 
not be safely executed in the narrow harbor. They 
closed in, and at 2,400 yards were sending full broad- 
sides at the highest possible rate of theoretical speed 
against the fort. At 11:45 the squadron having closed 
in to a distance of one mile, turned and anchored and 
opened with the starboard broadsides. A converging 
fire was directed against the S8-inch disappearing gun 
which would have silenced it in actual warfare. 

At 12:11 the squadron ceased fire and sailed away. 
Admiral Coghlan reported as f-.lows: 

“New Bedford, Mass. 
Secretary of the Navy, Washington: 

While withdrawing from maneuver attack, here to- 
day Brooklyn struck and ran over an uncharted ob- 
struction. Examination of ship shows that about six 
frames under A 98 and A 99 are bent inward, inner 
bottem plates bulged, and compartment making some 
water; also under No. 1 fire-room, port side, frames 
bent inward from six inches at frame 35, to 0 at frame 
59, but only making little water at frame 37; bearings 
taken and position accurately determined every few 
moments. Do not consider blame attaches to any per- 
son concerned. Recommend that ship go to navy yard 
for docking and examination. Have ordered investiga- 
ion and informed commander in chief. Shall proceed 
to Block Island, and if he (Admiral Higginson) cannot 
be found, will go to Tompkinsville for orders. 

CoGHLAN.” 

The Brooklyn left New Bedford Sept. 4 under her 
own ste#m. Press despatches state that the discipline 
on board ship was magnificent. All compartment doors 
and hatches were closed almost at the moment the 
Brooklyn struck. Four officers were on the bridge with 
the Admiral, who himself had taken bearings, knowing 
that they were in rocky waters. They were congratu- 
lating each other that they had »assed, according to the 
chart, all danger of hitting a rock when the crash came. 
A second despatch received by the Navy Department 
late in the afternoon of Sept. 4 indicates that the ship 
is not so seriously damaged as had been feared, It is 
dated Block Island and is as follows: “Run from Buz- 
zard’s Bav here this morning indicates ship (Brooklvn) 
cant finish maneuvers. Will wait Higginson here or join 
him when I ean learn his whereabouts. Coghlan.”

THE FOURTH DAY OF WAR. 


The following was posted in the bulletin at Fort 
Trumbull] on Thursday, Sept. 4.: 

Fort Trumbull, Conn., Sept. 4, 1902. 

At 5:15 this morning, Fort Mansfield reported three 
battleships just off Block Island going towards New- 
port. 

Three of the enemy’s fleet, at 5:30, were reported oppo- 
site Great Pond, bombarding the signal station at Mon- 
tauk Point. Signal station reported to have changed 
position to point where enemy’s shells cannot reach 
them, 

This morning at 6:45, three of the enemy's fleet re- 
wted about 2,000 yards out from Montauk s’‘ation, 

hombarding the field battery in camp at that place. 

The Mayflower entered Fort Pond Bay at 5 A.M. 
She was followed by the Panther and Supply. 

The weather was very misty and the vessels were not 
ohserved until they had got well into the bay. 

At 8:40 ten boatloads of marines are reported as hav- 
ing landed at Montauk Point signal station; about to 
attack signal station there. 

From Narragansett Pier, R.I., Sept. 3, comes the 
statement that the war balloon sent from Washifigton 
‘o the United States Signal Corps’ camp at Point 
Judith, was released from its moorings this evezing, 
omd an ascent was made in charge of Col. Samuel 
Reber, in command of the camp. Tne work of inflat- 

gz the ballon was somewhat retarded this afternoon, 
when one of the gas compressors blew up and injured 
‘? workman so severely that he was sent to the hospital. 

The Revenue Cutter Dexter was fired on by Fort 
Adams just before six o’clock on Tuesday evening by the 
vigilant artillerymen at Fort Adams, to whom she was 
reported by the signal men as the Aileen. 

On the night of Sept. 4 an attack in force was made 
hy the Auranian fleet upon Forts Terry, Michie, Wright 
nd Mansfield. During the afternoon the Red Fleet, 
taking advantage of the heavy fog which hung over 
New London all day, made a feint upon Fort Wright, 
hut withdrew after a short engagement, and that night 
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the combined fleet bombarded the entire New London . 


line of defense. 

If the contention of the navy as to the result of their 
several attacks on the forts at the east end of Long 
Island is correct, they have secured a base at New 
London from which to make a joint land and naval 
at.ack upon either New York or Boston.

Since the two years’ tropical] duty almost always grows 
into three or four, it is only fair to allow them to 
recoup for a few weeks in this stimulating air.

Whether the flag of a State may rightfully be dis- 
played on a vessel of the United States Navy while the 
naval militia of that State are on board of the ship, is a 
question which has arisen between the Navy Department 
and the Commonwealth of New Jersey. When the naval 
militia of that State recently went on board the U.8.8. 
Portsmouth for a practice cruise they claimed the right 
to display their State flag. Capt. French B.. Chadwick, 
President of the Naval War College, to whom the ques- 
tion was referred, rejected the claim, pointing out A- 
the national ensign is the only flag that can be property 
displayed on a warship of the United States. is un- 
derstood that the New Jersey authorities will appeal 
from Captain Chadwick's decision and that the appeal 
will be supported by the influence of the Association 
of Naval Militia of the United States. The question 
is an interesting one, but we fancy that those w pave 
undertaken to nullify the principle enunciated by 
tain Chadwick simply will have their trouble for their 
pains. A naval vessel does not cease, even tem perarily, 
to be a naval vessel when she takes aboard the Eneed 
militia of a State, and as long as she continues to be a 
naval vessel the only flag for her is that of the nation, 

The pennant of the New Jersey Militia bears so 
close a resemblance to that flown by vessels’ of the 
Navy as to be mistaken for it, and the New Jersey 
Naval Militia apparently enjoy being mistaken for 
what they are not, or they would not insist upon flying 
it when it is out of place. Wher on her annual c 
Aug. 3, the Portsmouth sailed into the’ harbor ‘of 
Jamestown, R.1., Lieut. Comdr. J. H. Oliver, U.8.N., 
boarded the vessel and in deference to his protest the 
executive officer, who was in command, hauled in hie 
objectionable flag, but his superior officer, Commander 
Irving, om his return, ordered it restored. anim

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Sept. 3, 1902. 

The football team of the Annapolis midshipmen will 
meet the cadets from West Point on Franklin Field, 
the grounds ef. the University of Pennsylvania, at Phiia- 
delphia, on Nov. 29 this year. They will make every 
effort to redeem the defeat of last year, when it was 
generally admitted that the Naval lads played the 
game about as well as their opponents, but were de- 
ferted by the wonderful individual play of Daly, the 
former Harvard captain. From start to. finish Coach 
Hillebrand’s: idea will be to develop a system of play 
which will check the great Daly’s marvelous runs. 

The midshipmen. have arranged the strangest sched- 
ule in the history of the team in order fittingly to pre- 
pare themselves for the great game. The season will 
be opened on Oct. 4, with Georgetown, which played 
them a drawn game last season, and on the following 
Saturday, the 5th, the Princeton "Varsity will be met. 
The next six games will be with the strong teams whith 
represent the six strongest football colleges of Pennsyl- 
yania.. Qn the 18th, 22d, and 25th of October, re- 
spectively, Lehigh, University of Pennsylvania and 
lickinson will be met, and on the Ist, 8th, anil 15th 
of November games will be played with Pennsylvania 
State, Lafayette and Bucknell. Columbia University 
will be played on Novy. 19, and then there will be ten 
days before the West Point game, in which the risk of 
injurigg men by a match game will not be taken, but 
the time will be used in strengthening the weak spots 
in the team. The Carlisle Indians will not be encountered 
this season, as there was. some unpleasant newspaper 
comment after last season’s game. A number of prac- 
tice games will be played with the team. of St. John’s 
College, at Annapelis, a very good, though light, ag- 
gregation. 

The men who will try for the team have been keep- 
ing in good condition all summer, and whenever a 
syuad could be gotten together anywhere a little light 
practice was had, Practice will begin in earnest when 
all the midshipmen return from leave on Oct. 1, Just 
at present the prospects for as strong a team as usual 
are not bright. Three of the regular back field are gone 
and the center and both tackles are missed from fhe 
line. The backs. who are gone are Captain Nichols, 
full, and Freyer and Land,. halves. C. E. Smith, the 
juarter, is the only regular back left and he, though 
par is quite light. Strassbufger, who got in several 
games last year, almost surely will be one of the regu- 
lar backs. Smith may be the other half or full, and 
cither McNair or Wilson will play at quarter. Shoup 
is also regarded as a fair man in the back field. The 
Navy will miss her two splendid tackles, Adams and 
Read, most severely, and Schalbach and Rodgers, who 
are expected to take their places, will not likely be 
half so staunch or valuable.
